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M ost coin collectors in the United States today started 
out by putting together a date set of Lincoln cents, 
but very few of them were collecting when the Lincoln cent was 
introduced in 1909 to commemorate the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of the birth of the Great Emancipator. The coin's introduc- 
tion raised some criticism (as is to be expected), while at the same 
time receiving much praise. An article in the October, 1909, issue 
of Spink's Numismatic Circular (London, England) is headed 
''NEW LINCOLN PENNIES. THE NEW COIN A HANDSOME 
ONE." This same publication also carried a reprint from the 
August, 1909 issue of The Numismatist which is worthy of 
reprinting again: 


''The Lincoln cent is the first United 
States coin issued for general circula- 
tion to bear a recognized portrait. 
Designers have found models in life 
for their portrayal of Liberty and the 
Indian, portraiture was not attempted, 
and the combined features of the 
model were not to be found in the 
coin-types. 

"In the Colonial and early pattern 
series Washington's portrait is fre- 
quently found, and many accept the 
Liberty head as it appears on the 
"Birch Cent" and the half-disme and 
disme as attempts to picture Martha 
Washington, but these do not belong 
to the regular series. 

"Among the early type cents there 
is the so-called Jefferson head, but It is 
not the portrait of the father of 
democracy in the States. Little Sarah 
Longacre is known to have worn the 
Indian headdress and been the model 
from which we get the Indian head as 
It appears on our cents from 1859 to 
today, but It was not a portrait. Miss 
Annie Williams, a school teacher of 
Philadelphia, posed for the accepted 
design for the silver dollar coined 
from 1878 to 1904, but Mr. Morgan 
says you could not have recognized 
Miss Williams from his Liberty. Salnt- 
Gaudens found a type for his full 
length Liberty ($20) in Miss Sarah 
Cunningham, but in neither was por- 
traiture attempted or desired. And 
while the portrait of a real live Indian 
guided Artist Pratt in his models for 
the $2 1/2 and $5, the Indian would 


not know himself. Coins bearing the 
head of Washington and of Lincoln in 
1866 reached the stage of finished 
patterns but were never adopted. 

"In our commemorative or 
souvenir coins only have we had real 
portraits. The first, the Columbian 
half-dollar, bears the head of the great 
discoverer; commemorating the same 
event we had the Isabel or Columbian 
quarter-dollar, with the portrait of 
Queen Isabel of Spain. The 
Washington-Lafayette dollar presents 
acceptable likenesses of these two 
great generals; the Louisiana gold 
dollar bears fine portraits of Jefferson 
and McKinley; and in the Lewis and 
Clark gold dollar we have the portraits 
of the two explorers for whom it is 
named. None of these was intended 
for circulation, and excepting a very 
limited use of the Columbian half- 
dollar, they have in no way performed 
the function of a circulating medium. 

"With the introduction of the Lin- 
coln cent the unwritten law — no 
portrait on a United States coin for 
circulation — finds its first exception, 
and it is quite possible that the future 
will find the features of other great 
Americans on coins for use in trade." 

How true! In 1932, Washington 
appeared on the quarter-dollar; in 
1938, Jefferson graced the nickel; in 
1946, Franklin Roosevelt was honored 
on the dime; in 1948, Franklin replaced 
Miss Liberty on the half dollar; and 
in 1971, the dollar was reintroduced 
bearing the head of Eisenhower.

Anticipating a rush from souvenir 
hunters for the newly designed one- 
cent piece, the Treasury Department 
struck over 25 million before releasing 
any to the public. In spite of this precau- 
tion, the demand far exceeded the 
supply and I recall my parents telling me 
that some folks paid as much as ten cents 
to obtain one during the summer of '09. 

Although most opinions noted were 
complimentary about the appearance of 
the coin, there were many who objected 
to the designer, Victor David Brenner, 


having his initials prominently displayed 
on the reverse of the coin near the edge 
at the six o'clock position. As a result, 
after 27,995,000 had been struck at the 
Philadelphia mint and 484,000 at the San 
Francisco mint, the ''offensive" initials, 
VDB, were removed, afterwhich 
72,702,618 more were struck in 
Philadelphia and 1,825,000 in San Fran- 
cisco. This led the following letter to be 
sent to the editors of Spink's Numismatic 
Circular and reprinted by them (also in 
their October, 1909, issue): 
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Newport, R. I. 

17 Aug - 1909 

My dear sir: 

I enclose the new Lincoln cent, 
which, however, you have doubtless 
already seen. No coin was ever before 
so much discussed throughout this 
country. Probably through 
professional jealousy, the propriety of 
Mr. V. D. Brenner's Initials, appearing 
upon it was challenged, although Mr. 
Bela Pratt of Boston, of whom I wrote 
you, had previously done the same 
thing without objection. It is now 
reported that the U. S. Government 
has suspended further issue until the 
objectionable letters shall be re- 
moved. 

The general question is of such 
Importance to all numismatists that I 
would suggest you bring the matter 


up for discussion at the next meeting 
of the British Num. Association. 

My own opinion is that for an artist 
to attach his initials or signature (to) 
coins or medals has the same advan- 
tages as for a painter to place his name 
upon his canvas. In both instances, the 
historical interest is Increased, the 
pecuniary worth enhanced, and the 
standards of the Ideal conception and 
mechanical execution materially ad- 
vanced. 

Subsequently, a brief editorial from 
you in the Circular upon the general 
subject would be appreciated by ail 
your readers.

In spite of the gift of one-cent, the 
editors of the Numismatic Circular did 
not choose to respond. 
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In one respect the critics who ob- 
jected to Brenner's initials performed a 
service in that they caused two varieties 
of Lincoln head one-cent pieces in 1909. 
And we collectors know that an uncir- 
culated 1909-S VDB today will cost us 
about $300 to purchase. But thirty years 
after the first Lincoln head cent was 
struck, a complete set of each date and 
mintmark (1909-1938) in pristine uncir- 
culated condition could be purchased 
for $80. Not bad for 83 cents worth of 
coins. Of course, that same set today 
retails for over $4,000. 

Except for restoring the initials VDB in 
minute size on Lincoln's shoulder near 
the edge of the obverse at the seven 
o'clock position in 1918, the cent's 
design remained unchanged until 1959. 
In the February, 1959 issue of The 
Numismatist, editor Elston G. Bradfield 
wrote: “Numismatically, the year 1959 
will be remembered as the date the new 
reverse of the Lincoln cent by Frank 
Gasparro replaced the fifty year-old 
reverse designed by Victor D. Brenner. 
Washington sources from time to time 
have denied there would be any change 
in the one cent piece, although such a 
change was a ''natural" as part of the 
sesquicentennial of Lincoln's birth. 
Evidently the latter was also the thought 
of the Lincoln Sesquicentennial Com- 
mission headed by Kentucky's Senator 
John Sherman Cooper, Secretary of the 
Treasury Robert D. Anderson and other 
Department officers, for they joined in 
recommending such a step to President 
Eisenhower. The President's approval 
was made public December 20 last." An 
interesting aside is the fact that 
Philadelphia born Frank Gasparro, the 
designer-engraver, was born In 1909, the 
year the Lincoln cent was born. Mr. 
Gasparro, who also designed the reverse 
of the Kennedy half dollar and both the 
obverse and reverse of the Eisenhower 
dollar, became Chief Engraver of the 
Mint when Gilroy Roberts resigned in 
1965 to join the Franklin Mint. 

In 1897 Victor D. Brenner wrote on the 
subject "Art and Medals": 

"It is evident, from certain concep- 
tions of art, that it has two ends; the 
first, to imprint upon the spectator's 


brain the faithful representation of 
any object in nature; the second, to 
guide the spectator to the object most 
worthy of contemplation, and convey 
to him the thoughts and feelings with 
which the object was regarded by the 
artist himself. 

"In attaining the first end, the artist 
merely places the spectator where he 
himself stands; he sets before him the 
presentment of the object con- 
templated and leaves him. The spec- 
tator is alone. He can pursue the fancy 
of his own imagination or he may 
remain unmoved and unreflecting. 
No extraneous thought is imparted to 
him, no foreign Idea, no unknown 
feeling forced upon him, save that 
dictated by his own faculties. 

"Art, in achieving the second end, 
not only locates the spectator but 
holds communion with him, makes 
him share in its own intense feeling, 
carries him in its own enthusiasm, 
guides him to the beautiful, and when 
the spectator leaves, he is instructed, 
delighted, ennobled, by the sense of 
not only having been introduced to a 
new scene, but of having communed 
with a new mind, and having been 
endowed with the perception and 
emotion of a noble and penetrating 
intelligence. 

"It must be observed, however, that 
although it is possible to attain the first 
end of art, the representation of ob- 
jects, without reaching the second 
end, the embodiment of thought, yet 
it Is beyond possibility to achieve the 
second end without having previously 
attained the first. Nor is the portrayal 
of the sensations conductive to the 
highest art atall times at the command 
of the artist. He has his Inspired 
moments when, wedded to the art 
and drawing upon his versatile in- 
tellectual resources, he can produce 
that which appeals to the mind of the 
analyzing spectator." 

Without question, Victor David 
Brenner found the right moment and 
achieved the "first end" and the "se- 
cond end" when he designed the bust of 
Lincoln.

But there had 
been sharp disagreements on the ultimate 
design, and William Barber, the Mint 
Engraver, enjoyed the prerogative of an 
artist's temperament."

T hat Barber's temperament gave way to his obligation and 
responsibility as an engraver and designer is demon- 
strated by his striking the first trade dollar in tin and having 
Pollock send it to Linderman. This is substantiated by the 
following information: 


Pollock wrote to Linderman on June 3, 
1873, that Barber was directed to do as 
required, to forego his opinions and, if 
necessary, to give "'the right of selection 
and direction"' to others for the ultimate 
decision on the trade dollar's design 


which would soon make its 
appearance.^ A June 9th letter from 
Pollock to Linderman states that Barber 
would have the working dies ready for 
the Philadelphia, San Francisco, and 
Carson City mints between July 10th and 
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12th. 2 On June 13th, in the Appeal, a 
Carson City newspaper, the editor wrote 
that seven different designs would be 
submitted by the Philadelphia Mint for 
the purpose of determining the most 
suitable coin for circulation. ^ The

adopted design is credited to engraver 
William Barber, who modified one of 
the seven submitted designs as urged in 
the final Senate debates approving the 
trade dollar. 

Meanwhile, Linderman's Western 
Union telegram to James Pollock on 
June 25th reveals his urgency for 
production of the trade dollar.-^ 


^^WHEN WILL YOU COMMENCE 
COINAGE OF THETRADE DOLLARS. 
MEXICAN CONGRESS HAS 
RESTORED THE DOLLAR COINED 
PRIOR TO EIGHTEEN SIXTY SEVEN 
(1867). NOT A MOMENTTO BE LOST 
IN THE ISSUE OF OUR DOLLARS.'' 
H. R. Linderman

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The first regular dies trial piece for the 
trade dollar was struck in tin on July 11th, 
according to a letter from Superinten- 
dent of the Mint, James Pollock, to 
Director of the Mint, Dr. Harry Linder- 
man, as verified by the following letter in 
the possession of Harry Boosel.5 

U. S. Mint July 11/73 
Hon. H. R. Linderman 
Dir. U. S. Mint 
Dr Sir. 

I send you specimen of trade dollar in 
tin. Struck today. We will commence 
the regular coinage of trade $ in a few 
hours. The enclosed will give you a 
tolerably correct idea of the silver 
dollar. 

Yours Vy truly 
Jas. Pollock 

It was not until 1916 that we are privy 
to the complete story regarding the 
original trade dollar. In the Chapman 
sale of the Clarence S. Bement collec- 
tion, lot 150 reads as follows:^ 

1873 Trade dollar. Regular dies 
struck in tin or white metal. Milled 
edge. Proof. Slight rough edge not 
trimmed off - just as struck - can be 
cut off with a sharp knife if so desired. 
Unique and unknown to A. W. In the 
original envelope marked "'Trade 
Dollar struck by hand in tin, by the 
engraver (Mr. Barber) just to show 
the device or prove the perfection of 
the dies. Presented to W. E. D. (Wm. 
E. DuBois) by the engraver.'' 

Chapman apparently ruled out Adams 
and Woodin 1337, the white metal 


specimen, as being the coin he was 
offering as Bement 150 because he states 
the coin was "unknown to A. W."^ 
Chapman, though, probably did not 
have access to the letter that Harry 
Boosel made available for Judd's first 
edition published in 1959, which is the 
July 11th letter from Pollock to Linder- 
man regarding the tin specimen. 

That Barber's coin presented to 
DuBois, and Pollock's coin sent to 
Linderman are one and the same coin is 
further demonstrated as follows: 

Barber's coin presented to DuBois had 
a "sharp rough edge not trimmed off" as 
it was "struck by hand in tin," while 
Pollock's coin sent to Linderman was 
described as "a tolerably correct idea" 
of the trade dollar. Both descriptions are 
reasonably applicable to the tin 
specimen. Therefore, it Is asserted that 
Barber made the coin for Linderman 
based on the correspondence between 
Pollock and Linderman about Barber's 
artistic talents, temperament and timing, 
and also based on the date the first trade 
dollar would be available for Linder- 
man's viewing after the working dies 
were ready between July 10th and 12th, 
1873. 

The coin was recently acquired 
through auction and sent to the Center 
for Industrial and Institutional Develop- 
ment at the University of New 
Hampshire to be analyzed by optical 
emission spectrographic techniques. 
This 1873 trade dollar was found to have 
a ratio of tin to copper of 10 to 1; the 
element of "major abundance" was tin 
as Chapman had claimed In 1916.

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Strawberry 
Leaves and Shiners

O ne of the rarest and most famous of the 1793 Large Cent 
varieties is the so-called "Strawberry Leaf." Known in 
the 19th century by that name as well as "Four Leaf Clover," 
"Cotton Leaf Cent," and other descriptive terms, numismatists 
disagreed for many years about the exact identification of the 
plant portrayed on the piece. Only four of these cents are 
known — three with one reverse die and a fourth with a unique 
reverse, unknown on any other cent of the period. 


On their rare appearances at auctions, 
they have always caused comments in 
the numismatic community. Perhaps the 
best known of the varieties was in the 
famous Parmelee Collection, sold in 
1890. Two other specimens appeared at 
auction during that decade — one in 
Frossard's 130th Sale in 1894 and the 
other in the Winsor Collection Sale in 
1895. Though the Parmelee piece may 
be the best known, the specimen in 
Frossard's sale. Lot 700, certainly caused 
the most excitement, though not, 
perhaps, in the manner the cataloguer 
might have preferred. 

A most unseemly event occurred at 
Frossard's sale as two senior and very 
respected numismatists came to blows 
in the course of an argument. This fight. 


which must have been a major topic of 
conversation for years in numismatic 
circles, was carefully hushed up in the 
numismatic press of the day, probably 
because it was both embarrassing and 
damaging to the reputation of 
numismatics. We happen to know of it 
only by chance through two references, 
neither of which by itself furnishes the 
names of both combatants. Both of our 
sources mention the fight in the course 
of discussing other matters, the authors 
of both being engaged in verbal 
numismatic fights of their own at the 
time. The earliest mention comes from 
A.G. Heaton, president of the ANA in 
1895. The second is from the pen of 
Charles Steigerwalt, a prominent 
numismatist and dealer during the late

19th and early 20th centuries, whose 
writing in this case is preserved for us in 
an article by his rival, Edgar Adams, the 
private gold and pattern specialist. 

In his inaugural address as ANA presi- 
dent, Heaton had discussed some 
questionable practices of coin auc- 
tioneers. In the January, 1895, issue of 
The Numismatist there was a lengthy 
''Protest'' about this, signed by several 
prominent dealers and auction 
cataloguers — Lyman Low, S.H. & H. 
Chapman, D. Proskey, et.al. Heaton 
wrote a lengthy letter in reply, which 
was also published in the January issue; 
on page 20 of that issue we find the 
following comments regarding activities 
at the Frossard Sale mentioned above: 
"A word in conclusion: my article on

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Auction Sales of Coins is considered by 
Mr. Low and his newly beloved 
bedfellows in the Protest as insulting to 
the dignity of the dealers and full of evil 
insinuations without proof. He has lately 
most kindly provided me with far more 
entertaining matter for a description of 
auction sale occurrences than I have 
ever been fortunate enough to witness 
and with a far more incriminating 
opinion of one prominent dealer at least 
than I should have ever ventured to 
write. At a recent auction sale in New 
York, he, the conscientious Mr. Low 
aforesaid, in his least beautiful 
phraseology as seen in the Protest, ven- 
tured to call the prominent dealer and 
expert ‘a liar.' Numismatic criticism Is 
rarely so frank and so public and the 
accused gentleman proceeded 
forthwith to make a vigorous personal 
attack. The two numismatic sages were 
soon mixed up on a dusty floor In a 
manner that would have made football 
adversaries envious of their combative 
qualities until. In a badly circulated 
condition, they were dragged apart by 
dismayed spectators...'' 

In the heat of reaction to the 
“Protest," Heaton gives us not only part 
of the argument but the name of one of 
the participants, Lyman Low. For our 
other source we must turn to Edgar 
Adams' regular column in The 
Numismatist for May, 1911. Adams has 
previously discussed our 1793 
“Strawberry Leaf" cent, which he 
preferred to call the “Four-Leaf Clover 
Cent." Steigerwalt disagreed with this 
term for the piece and made use of his 
own publication, Steigerwalt's 
Messenger, for May, 1911, to attack 
Adams' description and scholarship. In 
order to reply to this attack, Adams 
found it necessary to quote extensively 
from Steigerwalt's article. On Page 184 
of The Numismatist, picking up In the 
middle of Adams' quotation, we find: 

“ ‘...the Parmelee specimen was the first 
of the three to be offered at auction. 
Parmelee did not have two, as stated by 
Adams, as a glance at the catalogue of 
that sale would have shown. His 
specimen, described as ‘good,' was real- 


ly ‘fine,' and the best known. It was Lot 
671, and was bought by the writer for 
$79, sold a few months later to the late 
Dr. Thomas Hall of Boston for $90, and is 
now owned by V.M. Brand, who bought 
Dr. Hall's collection. At one of Frossard's 
sales at Kennedy's Fifth Avenue Auction 
Rooms, on December 20th, 1894, a 
specimen described as ‘very fair' sold for 
$120. It was this cent that Incidentally 
caused the historic fight when Frossard 
and another prominent dealer, both 
veterans, rolled around the floor of the 
auction room, trying to kick each other, 
and the late H.P. Smith lost a diamond 
pin in the confusion incidental to 
separating them. The only other 
specimen I can recall being offered at 
auction was a poor specimen sold in 
Philadelphia on December 17, 1895, as 
Lot 823 of the WInsor Sale, for $21...'" 

Adams mentions later In his column that 
Virgil Brand had in his possession both 
types of these cents after purchasing the 
Hall Collection. 

Here, then, we have the auction 
history of these rare cents up to 1911 
(only three pieces being known at that 
time) and also tantalizing glimpses of an 
interesting and unusual occurrence 
concerning the saleof oneof them. One 
wishes we knew more about the argu- 
ment that caused the great fight; was 
there a disagreement concerning the 
winning bid, or might it have been about 
the cent Itself? We are fortunate indeed 
that the heat of numismatic argument 
between Heaton and the dealers of his 
time, and then between Adams and 
Steigerwalt, have preserved for us as 
much Information as we have. Neither 
source gives us both names of the 
participants: Heaton was attacking 
Lyman Low but saw no need to draw 
Frossard's name into his description of 
the incident, while Steigerwalt's 
reticence concerning the name of the 
“prominent dealer" Involved in the 
fight was natural under the cir- 
cumstances, since Low was still alive and 
active as a dealer in 1911. In the midst of 
a minor feud with Adams, Steigerwalt 
probably felt that he should avoid “Low 
blows." 
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T he coinage and minting laws of the United States^ are badly in 
need of revision and modernization . 2 In the 200 years since the 
American Revolution, there have been only two comprehensive coining 
and minting laws passed by Congress: the original Mint Act of April 2,

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tion which no longer corresponds to technological realities, production 
requirements, commercial necessities, and the needs of a modern mint. 

Inadequacies within the system are self-evident. The time has come for 
change — for the recodification, revision, and modernization of American 
minting and coinage laws. The purposes of this Article are multifold; to 
examine current coinage laws, to discuss a revision proposed in 1973,^ to 
present views expressed and heard by Congress in recent times,« and to 
mesh these points in such a manner that a more viable series of minting 
and coinage laws will emerge. Involved in this intertwining will be several 
competing interests: those of the Department of the Treasury and its 
subsidiary Bureau of the Mint; to the extent that their functions overlap, 
the Bureau of the Mint and the Bureau of Engraving and Printing; the 
private commercial minting entities and the United States Mint; coin 
collectors; the Department of the Treasury and the Federal Reserve 
System, manufacturer and distributor of coinage; and commercial and 
individual consumers, primary users of the nation’s coin supply. 

I. Methodology 

This study will examine a revision of the minting and coinage laws 
proposed in 1973,^ and will contrast and compare the revision with 
existing law. Both will then be tested against actual problems that have 
arisen, and desired results measured for compatability with each system. 
Alternative results will also be contrasted by use of extensive 
bibliographic compilations of pertinent congressional hearings. Mint 
studies, examinations by private industry, and reflections of the media 
commentators closest to the problem area. 

A. Omnibus Legislation and Coinage Problems Since 1973 

In examining the revision of the nation’s coinage laws, it must be noted 
from the outset that the Bureau of the Mint has given the topic extensive 
consideration. Commencing in 1971, a comprehensive and thorough 
revision and modification was attempted within the Office of Legal 
Counsel, and by 1973 the entire Department of the Treasury had become 
involved. ^0 Culmination of this work was achieved in April, 1973 when 
draft legislation, with the approval of the Office of Management and 
Budget, was forwarded to the Office of Legal Counsel of the Senate. 
Shortly, thereafter, the chairman and ranking minority member of the 
Senate Committee on Banking, Housing, and Urban Affairs introduced a 
bill “to revise and modernize the statutes relating to coinage and the 
Bureau of the Mint.’’^^ The short title of the bill was the United States Mint

Mint officials apparently anticipated prompt consideration and 
passagei2 of the proposal. Congress was in no rush to make the change, 
however, perhaps because of the criticism leveled at certain aspects of the 
omnibus legislation.!'* Nonetheless, Congress has had to consider substan- 
tial piecemeal change in coinage laws since April, 1973. These changes 
include the initial bicentennial coin legislation in mid-1973,i5 a 1974 law 
authorizing a compositional change in the metal of the cent,*® and a 
late-1974 enactment permitting the Secretary of the Treasury to maintain 
the older reverse designs on the quarter, half dollar, and dollar during the 
latter half of calendar year 1975.17 There are tentative plans in 1978 for 
consideration of the status of the cent, elimination of the half dollar, 
reduction of the size of the dollar, and administrative reorganization with 
the Mint.i® 

While the 1973 proposed revision was a step in the right direction, it 
would not have proved adequate in the face of problems encountered by 
the Mint and the nation since the omnibus legislation was introduced. The 
shortage of one cent pieces in mid-1974, and the resulting difficulty in 
amending the coinage laws,i® indicate that substantive change in not 
only coinage composition, but also the means of effecting change 
on short notice, is essential. Difficulties associated with passage of 
the bicentennial coinage legislation, 2® and the controversies

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resulting from various bills to create national mint medals^^ and new 
denominations of coinage, 22 demonstrate that current coinage and minting 
laws are wedded to an era of few private medallists, even fewer contract 
coiners, and no Federal Reserve System. While the Coinage Act of 1873 
was an attempt to cope with the problems of an earlier era — as shown by 
its extensive legislative history^^ — the legislation is inadequate to cope 
with the commercial needs of a modern economic society, and Mint 
officials have been forced to stretch interpretations to the outer limits in 
order to avoid a major problem in the coinage field. 

B. Studies by the Mint and Private Industry 

Substantively, the most important input to any examination of 
American coinage laws is that of the Bureau of the Mint. Over the past 
decade. Mint officials have tried constantly to improve existing 
technology and production requirements, utilizing both in-house studies 
and outside consulting contracts as a means to that end. 

Since 1973, the Bureau of the Mint has participated in three substantial 
coinage examinations: Alternative Materials for One Cent Coinage, a 
Treasury Department study which recommended the replace-

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ment of the copper cent with an aluminum coin; One Cent Coinage, a 
summary of 1973-1974 Treasury-Federal Reserve Committee studies 
which called for the elimination of mint marks on coins, introduction of a 
two cent coin as legal tender, size-reduction in the dollar, probable 
elimination of the half dollar, and termination of the use of the one cent 
piece; and finally, a comprehensive study by Research Triangle Institute^^ 
in which data from the Bureau of the Mint and other sources was 
correlated by a private contractor into an ideal coinage system. Somewhat 
older, but nonetheless important in ascertaining technological data and 
official positions, are two 1965 studies compiled in preparation for the 
introduction of clad coinage. This includes the official Treasury Staff of 
Silver and Coinage, and the companion Final Report on A Study of Alloys 
Suitable for Use as United States Coinage, prepared by the Battelle 
Memorial Institute. 

In considering these studies, it should be noted that they are to a certain 
extent self-serving. In the case of the Treasury Department’s studies on 
ending the use of silver in coinage, and on introduction of an aluminum 
cent, 29 it is apparent that conclusions were drawn before the reports were 
written, and that the studies thereafter attempted to justify the con- 
clusions. This is particularly evident in the 1973 aluminum cent study, a 
point not lost on the Congressional subcommittee considering the matter. 
Despite this shortcoming, the technical data and conclusions of the 
studies are invaluable because they afford the researcher access to 
otherwise unavailable documents, plus insight into the official thinking 
that ultimately frames legislation designed to change, or fundamentally 
alter, an existing aspect of American coinage.

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C. Congressional Input 

The placement of coinage and minting laws in proper perspective is 
greatly aided by the hearings held over the years by the respective 
banking committees of the House and Senate, and by the other committees 
of Congress that have dealt with mint-related legislation. When full-scale 
hearings are conducted, divergent views from a variety of interested 
parties are heard, and not infrequently a reconciliation by the con- 
gressional subcommittee is thereafter attempted. In other instances, 
congressional hearings emphasize the negative aspects of American 
coinage law, and often result in either the enactment of remedial 
legislation or the effectuation of change through administrative 
procedures within the Department of the Treasury. 

At the oversight hearings on national mint medals held in April, 1977, 
Undersecretary of the Treasury Bette B. Anderson reiterated the position 
that has been expressed by the Treasury Department since the 1930’s, 
opposing the use of coinage for commemorative events, and favoring the 
use of national medals provided the events intended for tribute have 
sufficient national character to merit commemoration. Also outlined at 
this meeting was an elaborate proposal for a comprehensive revamping of 
existing national medals legislation^^ which would substantially alter the 
statutorily mandated requirements found in section 52 of the Coinage Act 
of 1873, but would not be inconsistent with some past precedents in the 
field. At the request of the subcommittee chairman, the proposal is 
presently under Treasury consideration. 

In late June, 1977, the Subcommittee on Historic Preservation and 
Coinage of the House Committee on Banking, Finance, and Urban Affairs 
held a brief hearing on House of Representatives Joint Resolution 386, 
which would authorize a series of thirteen annual medals to be issued on 
behalf of the United States Capitol Historical Society. Testimony was 
solicited from various members of Copgress and private individuals,

For example, in late March, 1974, extensive hearings were conducted by 
the Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee on the subject of changing the composition of the 
cent from copper to aluminum. Mint officials testifieds^ and submitted 
their previously unreleased study favoring aluminum, ss representatives 
of the vending machine industry provided input, and interested private 
individuals offered comments.

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In 1973, both the House^^ and Senate^^ banking committees gave 
extensive examination to bicentennial coinage. Gold commemorative 
coins^^ were given favorable consideration by the Senate, but were 
rejected in the House. A proposal to change the reverse design of the 
quarter dollar for the bicentennial, presented by a private individual 
before the Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee, resulted in a reconsideration of the Mint’s policy 
position against such an issue. Substantively, the proposal directly 
influenced the decision to amend the legislation in favor of reverse design 
changes on the quarter in addition to those on the half dollar and dollar.^e 
The use of silver in coinage was also discussed at great depth at both 
hearings.

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medal-related hearings were held in 1963, in the early 1970’s as part of 
the bicentennial package,®^ and six times in 1977-1978.®® 

One hearing peripheral to official minting functions is nonetheless of 
import to this study because of subsequently issued regulations®® of the 
Federal Trade Commission. Hearings were conducted in February, 1973 
on the Hobby Protection Act,®® which became law later that same year.®^ 
The key provisions are those pertaining to the products of the United 
States Mint which may be re-struck without use of the word “copy” on the 
dies.®2 

Hearings on the Coinage Act of 1969,®® subsequently enacted into law as 
Title II of the One Bank Holding Company Act of 1970, ®4 are important 
because of their consideration of the half dollar and its role in commerce, 
the commentary that is made concerning the dollar coin, introduced after a 
thirty-six year hiatus in 1971, and the consideration given to the problems 
of the vending industry. 

A substantial number of hearings and studies were conducted by 
Congress between 1964 and 1969, as the nation made a fundamental shift 
in its coinage policies that ultimately removed silver, except for certain 
coins,®® and replaced it with a copper-nickel cladding. This process began 
in 1964 with hearings on the content of silver coins®® and was continued 
the following year in the examination of the Coinage Act of 1965 by the 
Senate®^ and House of Representatives.®® Prohibition of the use 
of mint marks on coinage for a period of five years was the solu- 
tion of one section ®® of the Coinage Act of 1965, and when

Offering an overview of the entire coin crisis of the mid-1960’s is the 
House Government Operations Committee, which first studied efforts of 
the Treasury Department prior to its “crash coin production program, 
then examined the program itself,^^ g^d finally reviewed the entire coin 
situation.73 ^ jg g classic view of the ad hoc problem-solving approach 
utilized with respect to the nation’s coinage laws in recent times. 

Also valuable in the study of the Mint’s coinage views, and the 
congressional reaction, are the annual appearances of the Directoi: of the 
Mint before the appropriations committees of the House and the Senate. 
While long-term solutions are seldom discussed, problems of immediate 
concern are usually examined with a degree of candor lacking in some of 
the more formalized hearings. 

In examining this type of input, the testimonies and publications have 
been consulted and commented upon in this Article as required. So, too, 
have other related and peripheral hearings been consulted, though 
generally a cut-off date — the 1963 hearings on commemorative coins and 
medals^^ — has been employed. 


II. The Corpus of American Minting and Coinage Laws: 

Origins and Current Status 

A United States Mint was established^^ in Philadelphia^® under the 
original Mint Act of April 2, 1792.^7 Until passage of the Act of March 3, 
1835,78 this was the only authorized government mint. To some extent the 
requirements of the Mint and its regulations bear closely on the 
development of coinage law in the 186 years since the Mint’s founding. 
This is particularly true in light of the re-enactment of some of the early 
provisions in current law. 

Heading up the Mint then, as now, was a director.^Q Also assigned

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to the Philadelphia facility were an assayer,®^ a chief coiner,®^ an 
engraver, ®2 a treasurer,®® workmen and clerks,®^ and by 1795 a melter and 
refiner.®^ Subject to minor revisions, these positions exist to this day. 

The duties of the key officials of the Mint were carefully prescribed by 
law.®® Metallic composition of the coinage was closely regulated,®^ and 
deviation from the norm by Mint officials in knowingly allowing the 
debasement of coinage could be met with the death penalty.®® To assure 
compliance, an annual Assay Commission, appointed by the President of 
the United States,®® was empowered to meet at the Mint each year to 
survey the produce of the previous year’s strikings which had been set 
aside in a sealed pyx box.®® Funded presently by an annual appropriation 
of $2,500,®^ the Assay Commission is believed to have met each year in 
Philadelphia since its authorization, examined the money product, and 
made the required report. ®2 The overall impact of the Assay Commission is 
minimal, yet until 1977 there was little opposition in Congress®® to the 
continuation of the unit. 

The annual trial of the pyx is essentially an anachronism because of 
the practice of the Mint to conduct assays and examinations of the stan- 
dards of coins manufactured throughout the year. Under current prac- 
tice, for each 200,000 pieces or fraction thereof struck in the denomina-

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tions of dollar, half dollar, and quarter, two specimens are forwarded to 
the Washington laboratories for analysis. For the dime, the quantity is two 
coins per 400,000 pieces.^^ When the Annual Assay Commission meets on 
the second Wednesday in February, it in essence duplicates the testing 
conducted by the Mint in the course of the previous calendar year for coins 
already released into circulation. Because the various tests are com- 
plicated and require scientific analysis, skilled Mint technicians essen- 
tially carry out the process under the watchful, if eager eyes of the 
neophyte commissioners. 

In fairness, it should be noted that service on the annual Assay 
Commission is considered an honor by those selected fqr membership, and 
that in order to gain appointment, application must be rpade with the 
approval of the individual’s representatives in Congress prior to presiden- 
tial designation. Despite the fact that the post is non-compensatory and 
the applicants pay essentially all of the costs associated with their 
service, competition for the limited number of openings has been keen in 
recent years. 

Except for the addition of the Office of Superintendent, the ad- 
ministrative, manufacturing, and supervisory operations established by 
the original Mint Act remain today. Administrative aspects took up only a 
small portion of the original Mint Act, however, and it seems that the 
Congress and Executive Branch of that time were more concerned with the 
specifications for coinage. Hamilton, in his Report on the Establishment 
OF A Mint,95 devoted just twenty-one sentences to the organizational 
structure of the Mint, basing most of his comments on European models.®® 
Structural brevity notwithstanding, the intricacies of coinage composi- 
tion, design, weight, and denomination were extensively explored. It is 
now little more than history that the dollar was chosen as the unit of value, 
and of little importance that a fifteen to one ratio of silver to gold was 
established for purposes of currency valuation.®^ It is perhaps noteworthy 
that the first estimation of coinage demand requirements was in- 
adequate,®® that the metal composition finally put 
into production created gold coinage of greater bullion worth than face 
value,®® and that because of these and similar problems a total of twenty-

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six major coinage bills had to be enacted between 1792 and 184210° to 
rectify errors of judgment and to meet unexpected contingencies. This 
initial alteration of the 1792 legislation included one complete overhaul in 
1837,101 and several minor ones. 102 Also lacking in elasticity, the 1837 
revisionio3 was replaced by the Coinage Act of 1873, the last attempted 
codification. 104 Despite this extensive examinationio^ of the problems of 
the day and an attempt to create a flexible Bureau of the Mint, by the turn 
of the twentieth century there had been at least fifteen major alterations of 
the 1873 legislation, and in the seventy-eight year? since then, dramatic 
changes have resulted in a virtual rewriting of the entire codification . 100 

III. Selected Problems Today 

While the Coinage Act of 1873 and its subsequent amendments may 
have served the Mint well through the early part of the twentieth century, 
the turbulent period of the last two decades has tried the legislation to its 
outer limits. From a subjective standpoint, it seems apparent that each 
successive problem faced by the Mint has been dealt with on an ad hoc 
basis, either by new legislation or by a warped interpretation of an older 
law. The elasticity of the existing coinage legislation is no longer capable 
of accommodating the realities of commerce, the Mint’s role as a

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sales agency to numismatists, the advent of private commercial minting 
facilities which compete with the United States Mint for coin and medal 
contracts, or the problems qf inflation and their impact on production 
costs. ^07 Legislative cures for the impediments in the coinage system have 
occasionally been implemented, but not without the sacrifice of time and 
efficiency. Congress has tended to discount the importance of coinage 
matters, the result of which is ineyitably legislative delay when it can be 
least afforded. A brief examination of some selected areas and recent 
legislative enactments will shed light on the problems, and the ad hoc 
solutions with which Congress has responded. 

A. Denominations and Metallic Composition 

In an integrated approach, problems that have occurred with American 
coinage denomination — cent through dollar, commemorative issues, and 
higher denominations struck in gold — are explored below along with the 
related problem of the metallic composition of the coinage. 

1. The One Cent Piece 

Four times in the past thirty-five years, the Department of the Treasury 
has requested that Congress authorize a major change in the status of the 
one cent piece. Three changes were actually effected, resulting in four 
types of metallic composition among the circulation strikes. The fourth 
requested change, total elimination of the cent, remaiqs under 
advisement.”® Two alternatives exist for the present cent,”^ but the 
viability of these alternatives remains conjectural. One alternative 
expired by its own terms on December 31, 1977.'”2 Like precessor 
legislation, the death knell for the cent requires approval by Congress and 
the President, a lengthy process at best.

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Among the earlier changes, the zinc-plated steel cent introduced under 
the War Powers Act of 1942 took considerable time to achieve passage.

Subsequently, when the rising price of copper threatened the 
seigniorage of the one cent piece*” and a 1974 shortage of one cent pieces 
forced the Mint to raise production levels far beyond previously 
anticipated or projected rates, major problems arose.**® While the Mint 
was able to utilize the facilities of the San Francisco Assay Office**^ and 
the bullion depository at West Point, *2® a far more fundamental problem 
remained: what to do if the price of copper rose to a level where the cent 
could no longer be made profitably. After extensive study, * 2 * a Treasury 
Department study group opted for an aluminum cent. Legislation was sent 
to Capitol Hill and promptly passed by the Senate. Hearings were called 
for in the House , *22 but action was delayed until October, 1974, more than a 
year after the problem was first identified by Mint officials. The solution 
arrived at by compromise legislation*23 was to permit a reduction in the 
copper content of the cent, which appeared a better choice than the 
introduction of aluminum in at least one view. *24 The Secretary of the 
Treasury was granted the option of making a compositional change until 
the end of 1977, provided Congress did not disapprove within a specified 
period. After that date, a cent composition problem not able to be remedied 
by reducing the copper content would require new congressional action. 
This novel legislative idea of congressional veto power over executive 
action remains untested. 

In a comprehensive examination of the American coinage structure

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undertaken on behalf of the Department of the Treasury, Research 
Triangle Institute (RTI) made a number of interesting observations 
concerning the one cent piece. RTI found that while the cent “possesses 
negligible purchasing power and has a commercial value primarily as a 
unit of account,’’ it would nonetheless “dominate total coin requirements 
by 1990. ’’^25 RTI’s finding was based on a projected rise in the price of 
copper to such a level that “by 1990 . . . cents may provide an economical 
source of copper for limited industrial consumption, leading to an 
accelerated rate of cent coin withdrawals from circulation. 

After thorough examination of the problems associated with the cent, 
RTI concluded that there were four primary options available for 
consideration. These options were: to continue production of one cent 
pieces as currently produced “until the level of [manufacture] or the losses 
from negative seigniorage became prohibitive, ’’^27 which could be under- 
taken without legislation; to “replace the ninety-five percent copper-five 
percent zinc cent with an alternative material, ’’^20 which could be done 
administratively if the compositional change retained copper and zinc as 
materials , ^29 qj- by legislation if other materials were used,^ 3 o add a two 
cent coin to the existing denominations “to reduce the projected number of 
cents required for commercial transactions, which would require 
congressional approval; and to eliminate the cent denomination from 
circulation, which could be done by either administrative or legislative 
directive. ^22 After considerable examination of alternative alloys , ^^3 rjj 
proposed that “production of the cent coin be terminated by 1980. ’’^24 The 
proposal was based on the existing production capacity of the Mint, which 
would have to be doubled by 1990 in RTI’s estimation to handle cent 
requirements alone, ^25 gg well as the lack of real commercial need for the 
denomination and continued inflation which steadily erodes the purchas- 
ing power of the accounting unit. 

In a December 31, 1976 letter to the President of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House, outgoing Treasury Secretary William E. Simon rec- 
ommended that Congress consider seriously the RTI recommendation of 
“eliminating the one cent piece from our coinage system. In a sub- 
sequent report, ^27 Treasury Department noted that “[tjhe United

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States Government is rapidly approaching a decision point concerning the 
continuance of the one cent coin/’ citing as factors the “diminishing utility 
of the one-cent coin in commerce/’ “ever-increasing production,’’ and 
inflation which has diminished purchasing power^^s of the unit of value. 
The actual recommendation of the Treasury Department was that the cent 
be eliminated by 1980, and preferably sooner, but not before extensive 
public hearings “and a thorough understanding of the impact of the 
consumer and various institutions involved’’ are realized. 

Congressional opposition will likely forestall any move toward elimina- 
tion of the cent,^'*^ a coin which the majority of Americans apparently wish 
retained'^^ if only because eighty percent of all current transactions would 
require price adjustments if the coin were eliminated. por this reason, 
the Model Act appended to this work would retain the cent as a 
denomination, but would adopt the two other RTl alternatives — addition 
of a two cent piece to ease temporarily some of the pressure on the cent 
supply, and permission to make metallic changes to a new composition 
provided Congress does not specifically object to the proposed change. It 
is nonetheless anticipated that the elimination of the cent will one day be 
practical and necessary, based on seigniorage considerations alone. Data 
assembled by RTI indicates that in 1976 the total cost of manufacturing 
cents for commerce already exceeded the face value of the coin^^”^ when the 
distribution and storage costs were added to production expenditures. 
The increase in cost is expected to continue until, by 1982, the Mint itself 
produces the denomination at a loss^^^ — a negative seigniorage. This is 
taken into account in section 307 of the Model Act, which would give 
legislative sanction to the practice of discontinuing a coinage denomina- 
tion from circulation by administrative order. 

2. The Five Cent Piece 

Just as Congress had to act to change the composition of the one cent 
coin during the Second World War, it also faced the task of eliminating the 
use of nickel in the five cent piece. As part of the War Powers Act of 1942, a 
variable formula was devised to permit the Secretary of the Treasury to 
change the alloy of the five cent piece, and if necessary, to strike a three 
cent coin to ease production demand. This authority was used to alter 
the composition of the coin to a silver-copper-manganese alloy, and nickel 
was diverted for use in the war effort. The compositional change expired 
automatically on December 31, 1946, though the production of silver 
nickels had actually ceased in 1945.

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In the early 1960’s a shortage in five cent pieces occurred in several 
Federal Reserve districts, and not until the Mint began its “crash” 
coinage program to combat the shortage in nearly all denominations’^^ 
was the nickel in truly secure supply. Projections of the RTI study place 
the role of the nickel in an enhanced position in the decades ahead. On the 
assumption that the cent will be eliminated, the five cent piece is 
expected to be subject to increased production requirements. As a 
means of cost-efficiency, RTI has suggested that consideration be given to 
changing the composition of the five cent piece from the current 
seventy-five percent copper— twenty-five percent nickel to ninety-five 
percent copper — seven percent nickel, a ratio which corresponds to the 
proportional percentage rate of metallic composition in current clad 
coinage. “No direct usage exists for the scrap metal from the manufacture 
of clad coinage,” according to the RTI study.The proposed change would 
provide a major use. The result would be a coin “with a reddish cast that 
would be aesthetically acceptable, and . . . compatible with existing coin 
processing equipment. 

Under section 301 (3) of the Model Act, the Secretary of the Treasury 
would be permitted to alter administratively the composition of such 
coins as the nickel upon compliance with certain procedures, and 
provided Congress does not express specific disapproval. While this urges 
neither adoption nor dismissal of the proposal to change the composition 
of the nickel, it does make it a viable option if Mint technologists so 
recommend. 


3. The Dime and Quarter 

The growing problem relating to the dime and quarter has not been one 
of shortage due to overuse, though both coins have strong commercial 
utilization throughout the United States. Rather, the problem may be 
traced to the silver content’^’ of the coins. As the price of silver began to 
climb toward $1.2929 per ounce in the early 1960 ’s ,’^2 there was real fear 
that the point would be reached at which it would become technically 
profitable to melt down a standard silver dollar for its bullion content. At 
that time the dollar still circulated as a legal tender and was generally 
available in banks throughout the United States, though generally 
unused. 

A more serious rubicon would be reached if the price of silver rose 
above $1.38 per ounce, the level at which the subsidiary coins — the half

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dollar, quarter, and dime — would each be worth more than their face 
value when measured by bullion worth. Despite the crash program of the 
Treasury Department, which included greatly expanded production and 
conservation, it became clear upon examination that even if the silver 
situation was minimized the dime and quarter in particular would remain 
hostage to future rises. The first solution proposed was a reduction in 
the silver content of the subsidiary coinage and the dollar, later 
modified in part and adopted as the Coinage Act of 1965.^^^ A wiser overall 
approach, total elimination of silver from the dime and quarter, was 
subsequently adopted. 

Following this decision, substitution of the cupro-nickel clad coinage 
was begun. The Mint began a calculated policy of withdrawal of all silver 
dimes and quarters^^® from circulation, in effect anticipating Gresham’s 
Law.^®^ Today, a dozen years after the inflationary trend began to be of 
concern, the ten and twenty-five cent denominations are circulating freely, 
and silver has been removed almost entirely from circulating coinage. The 
quarter dollars created for the bicentennial^®® were originally expected to 
cause production problems, but efficient manufacturing and 
distribution^®® minimized potential shortages of the denomination during 
issuance in 1975 and 1976. 

In its exhaustive study of current problems in the American coinage 
system, RTI concluded that the quarter was probably not the most 
efficient denomination, and that a twenty cent piece should, in an 
optimally efficient system, be used as a replacement. i®® RTI recognized 
that there was little likelihood of this occurring because “the quarter has 
become a standard unit of account and value ... [and] equipment 
modification and commercial transaction costs associated with its 
elimination and subsequent replacement with a twenty cent coin would 
far exceed those which could be offset by the marginal increase in 
theoretic efficiency. ’’^®^ 

Under section 301 (1) (g) of the Model Act, the Secretary of the 
Treasury could authorize the reissuance of the twenty cent piece.

annual production ... directed toward satisfying new requirements 
rather than replacing withdrawals from circulation. ”^62 annual 

attrition rate for both the dime and quarter was listed as zero by 
compared to 22.7 percent for the half dollar and thirteen percent for the 
one cent piece. The latter were considered inefficent denominations by 
RTI because they did not circulate adequately, and because an extensive 
amount of Mint production is devoted not only to manufacturing current 
needs, but also to replacing the pieces withdrawn from the circulating 
pool. It is interesting to note that both the dime and the quarter benefit 
from a “different attitude from the public”i65 which in effect “reflects the 
desirability of those denominations for the primary function of coinage — 
facilitating commercial transactions. 

4. The Half Dollar 

Minting records show that the half dollar, of all subsidiary coins, is 
among the least-demanded denominations. ^^7 Despite this, the Bureau of 
the Mint has not been able to manufacture, nor the Federal Reserve to 
distribute, the fifty cent piece in a manner which would permit adequate 
circulation. The John F. Kennedy half dollar authorized by Congress in 
1963^68 is responsible in no small measure for the shortage of this 
denomination since 1964. Apparently acquired by many as a memorial to 
the late President, the 1964-dated coins seem to have disappeared, even 
before the rise in the price of silver, despite a 400 million piece production 
run. Following passage of the Coinage Act of 1965,^70 a forty percent silver 
content was retained in the half dollar while the metal was eliminated in 
all other coins. Hoarding inevitably resulted, and again the denominatjon 
failed to circulate effectively.

Banking and Currency and the Director of the Mint. Not until some 
legislative maneuvering^^^ permitted the addition of a second title to the 
One Bank Holding Company Act of 1970^^4 was it possible to eliminate the 
use of silver in the fifty cent piece. During the period of more than a year in 
which this move was under consideration, no half dollars were manufac- 
tured for circulation by the Mint, and the economy apparently suffered no 
ill effects. 

Research Triangle Institute’s examination of current problems in 
American coinage concluded the obvious in regard to the fifty cent piece; 
the denomination is not only not currently used, but its elimination would 
be welcome. The rate of attrition for the fifty cent piece was listed at 22.7 
percent, ^75 highest of any denomination of American subsidiary 

coinage, indicating that the coin was “most susceptible to withdrawal 
from circulation. ’’176 According to the RTI study, the circulating pool of 
half dollars was almost 700 million pieces in 1973, and the Mint’s 
production in the following two years was barely enough to replace those 
removed from circulation by attrition. 1^7 Continued disfavor of the 
denomination is likely. The coin is cumbersome, and two quarters serve as 
an efficient substitute for use in vending machines, few of which accept 
fifty cent pieces. 

In RTI’s optimal coinage system, a theoretical model, the fifty cent 
piece figured high on the list. Projected theoretical transactions with 
the fifty cent piece in an idealized coinage system indicate that more 
than twenty-two percent of all transactions would use the denomina- 
tion . 179 Removed from the abstract, with the cent excluded, only 5.8 
percent of all transactions involve the half dollar, and with the cent

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included the percentage is infinitesimal. The lack of use of the denomina- 
tion is given further confirmation by the substantial show of disapproval 
within the commercial and manufacturing sector in an RTI survey 
requesting opinions on fifty cent piece use.^®^ On January 5, 1977, the 
Department of the Treasury formally recommended to Congress that the 
half dollar be eliminated from production and circulation based on the 
minimal utility’®^ of the denomination for consumers.

The association certainly laments the 
loss of a valued member, especially one 
approaching his quarter-century an- 
niversary, and extends Its condolences 
to his widow and close friends. We are 
pleased, on the other hand, that he took 
steps five years ago to provide for a 
substantial legacy to the ANA Gifts and 
Endowment Fund.

Such was the response from general chairman Chris Johns 
when questioned on the attendance of nearly 8,000 persons at 
the 1978 Houston 87th Anniversary Convention of the American 
Numismatic Association compared to the attendance of nearly 
12,000 last year at Atlanta. It was a response that possibly marked 
the watchword for both the convention and the ANA in the 
months ahead. 
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All visitors to the ANA convention were requested to register upon entry.

Caught up in the American fervor of 
''bigger is better/' the ANA has seen its 
own staggering growth accelerate with 
each passing year. The burgeoning an- 
nual conventions can perhaps be most 
vividly seen by the example of New 
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York, where in 1976 200 dealers attended 
to the needs of 21,900 registrants, while 
back in 1952 24 dealers had just as 
admirably traded with the 440 collectors 
in attendance. Membership in the 
association also showed a steady in- 
crease over the last few decades: (1943) 
3,638; (1950) 7,679; (1960) 19,677; (1970) 
25,751; and (1975) 31,526. It gradually 
became evident that we could no longer 
consider ourselves just a small fraternity 
of numismatists, all sharing basically the 
same interests and attitudes toward 
collecting. We had become a true 
association, organized around a com- 
mon interest in numismatics, but hous- 
ing within that interest a diverse array of 
approaches toward the hobby and a 
curiosity which would take us into in- 
numerable facets of the field. The 
challenge to meet the needs of this 
broadening scope in ANA's 
membership has seen the equivalent 
growth in ANA services — a larger, more 
colorful magazine; slide programs; an 
expanding library; a public museum; a 
certification service, midyear conven- 
tions, and soon-to-be a grading service. 

Yet, as if mirroring the national trend 
toward caution, we find our progressive 
optimism facing new realizations — a 
gradual loss in membership, a lower 
convention attendance. To those who 
have poured their energies into the 
dynamics of rapid growth, it Is not a 
simple adjustment to slow down, to take 
stock of accepted traditions and 
procedures, and to consider still other

avenues by which to serve the ANA 
membership and the numismatic com- 
munity. As always there may be some 
^ stumbling along the way, but the re- 

I newed goal of all is to strive for quality, 

even with the inevitable growth yet to 
come.

Awards Presentation, five were honored 
for distinguished service to the associa- 
tion by being named to receive the 
ana's Medal of Merit: Kenneth 
Bressett, Ruthann Brettell, Frank and 
Laurese Katen, and Paul Whitnah. 

Ken Bressett, whose lifetime involve- 
ment in numismatics has evolved from 


his work with Whitman Publishing Co., 
has served as coordinating editor of A 
Guide Book of United States Coins (Red 
Book), A Handbook of United States 
Coins (Blue Book), and most recently as 
co-editor with Abe Kosoff of the Off/c/a/ 
ANA Grading Standards for United 
States Coins. He is co-author of The 
Fantastic 1804 Dollar, Alaska's Coinage 
through the Years, Hawaiian Coins, and 
Buying and Selling U.S. Coins, and has 
authored various articles and pamphlets 
on collecting. As a popular speaker he 
has shared his talents by instructing at 
five of the ANA's ten summer seminars 
to date, his class on grading this year 
utilizing the newly published ANA 
grading guide. 

All were disappointed that assistant to

and photographs on every conceivable 
activity, was on display In Astrohall. 

While the convention serves as a time 
to give kudos for those deserving, it also 
serves as a time for some to earn kudos 
by sharing their numismatic knowledge 
with those who come to the convention 
to learn. Of these, authenticators John 
Hunter and Ed Fleischmann have come 
to be increasingly in demand. Their 
table on the convention floor, where 
they offered verbal opinions of authen- 
ticity on coins examined on the spot, was 
subject to traffic the dealers had to envy. 
In addition they conducted two 
seminars during the week in the 
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recognition of genuine versus 
counterfeit coins, both highly attended, 
in which they used their growing slide 
library to clarify coin characteristics. 

A third seminar, held under ANACS 
auspices, sought to explore the unusual 
problems involved in detecting 
counterfeits in ancient coins. Thomas P. 
McKenna of Fort Collins, Colo, who 
conducted the seminar with the aid of 
William Spengler, emphasized that for 
ancients, experience is the best teacher. 
Since ancient coins were made from 
hand cut dies on hand cut planchets, 
they pose quite a different problem 
from modern examples, and weight 
becomes a major determinant in 
recognizing forgeries. 

The annual educational forum has 
long been looked to as an opportunity 
to expand numismatic horizons, par- 
ticularly on subjects either close to the 
heart of the convention city or in the 
interest of those speakers who make 
their home in the area. Two of those on 
the bill of the Houston forum 
represented Texas — David R. Cervin of 
Amarillo spoke of his lifelong research 
on “The First Anno Domini Dated 
Coins," and Bob Medlar of San Antonio 
painted a vivid picture of Texas history 
through “Texas Currency During the 
Confederacy." Richard Doty, associate 
curator of modern coins at the American 
Numismatic Society, brought into focus 
a much broader international aspea of 
coinage in his talk on “Money as a 
Political Weapon." Doty was also a fre- 
quent host at the table sponsored by 
ANS on the convention floor, along with 
other ANS scholars on hand to discuss 
interests with ANA visitors. 
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A well attended educational forum saw 
interesting presentations by: (l-r) David 
Cervin, Radford Stearns (moderator), Richard 
Doty, and Bob Medlar. 

Many splinter groups provided their 
own educational sessions. Fans of the 
Liberty seated design on U.S. coinage 
viewed slides of some outstanding ex- 
amples, while at another time those into 
Early American Coppers saw their 
favorites on the silver screen. At the 
Numismatic Literary Guild forum the 
audience was treated to such illustrious 
speakers as Margo Russell, Ken Bressett, 
and John J. Ford, but paper money 
enthusiasts at the Society of Paper 
Money Collectors' luncheon heard tales 
of the rascally Blanton Duncan, onetime 
currency printer for the Confederacy, 
from New York dealer Douglas B. Ball. 
Indian coinage, medals of Napoleon, 
and the state of numismatics today were 
the topics for presentations brought 
before a capacity crowd by Bill Spengler, 
David Block, and Russ Rulau at a forum 
arranged by Numismatics International.

for this week. Publications such as Coin 
World and COINage Magazine, along 
with Krause Publications, all had booths 
in a effort to greet their readership. 
Numinter B.V., official agent for the 
Moscow 1980 Olympic Coin Program, 
held daily prize drawings, while 
representatives for Paramount and 
Olympic star Jesse Owens presented 
Robert G. Berry of the U.S. Olympic 
Committee a check for $25,000, the 
committee's share of sales from the 1976 
Olympic coin and stamp program. In the 
exhibit room the British Royal Mint, the 
U.S. Bureau of Printing and Engraving, 
and the U.S. Mint ail encouraged collec- 
tors to talk with their personnel. 
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As always, the mini U.S. postal station aided in 
the creation of many souvenirs for 
convention goers. 


Those who bought the U.S. Mint's 
special souvenir set featuring two Texas 
presidents — an Eisenhower silver dollar 
and an L.B.J. medal — were especially 
thrilled to have Mint Director Stella 
Hackel on hand to autograph them. 
Activities at the Mint, which can have a 
powerful influence on the collector 
hobby, were the subject of a press 
conference held by the Mint Direaor 
during the convention, and the big news 
of the day was the new mini-dollar. 

Experience, the Mint Director 
emphasized, has taught the Mint not to 
be too hasty in releasing new coin 
designs, and so, to avoid ''numismatic- 
type withdrawal from circulation," a 
stockpile of at least half a billion coins 
will be built before any are released. But 
the coin should be in full circulation by 
July 1, 1979, and production will be 
around 100 million coins a month. 

Mrs. Hackel explained that the Susan 
B. Anthony design had been approved 
over the Treasury's design of Liberty 
developed by Chief Mint Engraver Frank 
Gasparro, and that while House com- 
mittee members had endorsed Gas- 
parro's flying eagle concept for the 
reverse, the Senate committee was in 
favor of the moon landing eagle. (The 
latter met final approval.) Use of the 
Susan B. Anthony design over the 
Treasury's prepared design was not ex- 
pected to cause any delay, since "We 
can be modifying the design during the 
period of time that we are procuring the 
clad strip." 

When reporters expressed their 
doubts at the coin's acceptance, the 
Mint Director refused to be daunted. 
"There's a necessity for this coin," she

said, and cited its convenience over the 
larger dollar, its ease over the dollar bill, 
and its potential use in vending 
machines. The dollar will cost three 
cents to produce, yielding a balance of 
ninety-seven cents for the Treasury; 
with at least some degree of acceptance 
this will mean an annual increase in 
coinage seigniorage by about $150 
million. 

The Mint Director confirmed the fact 
that a 40% silver commemorative half 
dollar was "floating about" in Congress, 
but she felt sure it was too late in the 
session to see action taken on it. She did 
reiterate that there would definitely be 
no return to the commemorative coin 
concept for the benefit of private spon- 
soring organizations, and the Treasury 
continues to strenuously oppose gold 
commemorative coins and medals. 
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For the first time in many years the American 
Numismatic Society manned an information 
table on the convention floor. 

However, even as the convention wore 
on, ANA president Grover C. Criswell 
and ANA legislative counsel David L. 
Ganz attended committee hearings in 
Washington to support passage of the 
Helms bill which would provide for 
ounce and half-ounce gold medallions 


similar to the South African krugerrands. 

This is an exciting era in U.S. 
numismatics, and activities of the Mint 
are increasingly in the public eye. The 
public's acceptance of the new mini- 
dollar and its response to the Susan B. 
Anthony design, the fate of the two 
dollar bill, the building Interest in an 
official U.S. gold issue. ..all stimulate the 
public's awareness and interest in 
coinage. And those who do become 
interested represent a vast untapped 
potential membership for the ANA. 

This then was Houston, an ANA con- 
vention where history was made not in 
numbers, but in the Texas size hearts 
and minds of committee members, ANA 
staff, dealers and collectors alike. It was a 
time to take joy in the realization that we 
are not alone in this fond obsession with 
coins, but it was also a time for in- 
trospection at what future direction we 
want the hobby and the association to 
take. So, stay tuned next year, July 29 
through August 3, In St. Louis for more 
tales of joy and woe, adventure and 
comedy, courtesy of the ANA.

Betsy Buck and Larry Gentile took first 
and second place Jim Betton awards for 
foreign material for their respective dis- 
plays entitled "The Bahama Islands 
Changes Currency/' and "Coins, 
Medals, and Paper Money of Israel." A 
second exhibit of Larry's, "The Twelve 
Federal Reserve Banks and Notes," won 
the Kurt Krueger Paper Money Award. 

Also honored at the YN awards

this year's Outstanding YN Adult Ad- 
visor; Leonard Hecht, who received the 
ANA junior Literary Award; and George 
S. Cuhaj, whose article on "New York 
Subway Tokens and Medals" (published 
in The Numismatist, January, 1978) 
earned him the Ray Byrne Junior 
Literary Award. 

While Houston was too far for many 
YN's to travel to this year's convention, 
those who did attend realized just what 
big business collecting can be. With the 
many unscrupulous dealers rampant in 
the open market, education becomes 
evident as the safeguard against wasting 
your collecting funds and toward 
further enjoyment of the hobby. 

In this regard at least two special YN 
sessions were particularly valuable. Tom 
DeLorey, editor of Collector's 
Clearinghouse In Coin World, headed 
off the YN Grading and Exhibit Seminar 
with a history of grading and an explana- 
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tion of the various grading systems used 
to date, the ANA's official grading stan- 
dards being the most recent. F. Carlton 
Schwan, exhibit winner and co-author 
of several numismatic books, gave ex- 
amples of the extent to which the im- 
agination can find exhibit material, rules 
which must be followed in setting up a 
display, and what the judges look for. At 
a YN Error Clinic/Workshop held Thurs- 
day, Bill Fivaz, president of the 
Numismatic Error Collectors of America, 
gave a slide program on mint errors. 
Error collecting, an increasingly popular 
phase of collecting, can be of particular 
interest to juniors in that many errors are 
obtainable on a limited budget, and the 
understanding of how mint errors and 
mint markings are formed aids in the

distinguishing of counterfeit markings. 

So. ...get busy out there, working with 
your club and promoting numismatics, 
and plan to attend the St. Louis conven- 
tion next July 28 through August 3.

Interpretive Report of Convention Board Meeting 

The board of governors held Its prescribed meeting at the association's annual 
convention In the Astro Village in Houston, Texas, August 20-25, 1978. Several sessions, 
most of which were open to the general membership, were attended by president 
Grover C. Criswell (absent on the 25th), vice president George D. Hatie, governors 
Virgil Hancock, Kurt R. Krueger, Charles J. O'Donnell, John Jay Pittman, F. Morton 
Reed, Florence M. Schook, Adna G. Wilde, jr., executive vice president Edward C. 
Rochette, general counsel Richard B. Dusterberg (absent on the 20th), and treasurer 
William C. Henderson. Several nonofficial members made appearances upon request 
to discuss specific matters. 


The following is a report of actions 
taken by the board and officially record- 
ed. Not included are some discussions 
that may have been remembered and 
reported by members in attendance but 
which did not result in official actions. 

Executive Session 

Some last-minute requests for bourse 
tables and for members to serve as 
assistants at approved tables were 
considered. 

Continuing in executive session, the 
board voted unanimously to publish 
reasons for expulsion of members in The 
Numismatist. The following actions 
were taken relative to complaints 
received and processed in accordance 
with the bylaws, all of these actions 
being approved unanimously. 

Jeffrey Cushing, R73309, Framingham, 
Mass., expelled for failure to answer 
official ANA correspondence regarding 
alleged nondelivery of merchandise 
ordered and paid for. 


Gretchen Dempster, R35582, 
Colorado Springs, Colo., expelled for 
failure to answer official ANA cor- 
respondence regarding alleged nonpay- 
ment for coins sold on a bid board in her 
shop. 

jack A. Feild, R73124, Marion, Iowa, 
expelled for failure to answer official 
ANA correspondence regarding alleged 
nonpayment of coins on consignment. 

Russell C. Frank, LM 1640, Cranford, 
N.J., expelled for failure to answer of- 
ficial AN A correspondence regarding an 
alleged buy-back guarantee. 

Arthur Lee Friedler, R88156, Levit- 
town, N. Y., expelled for failure to 
answer official ANA correspondence 
regarding alleged stop-payment of a 
check for a bourse fee. 

Barry Grove, R61823, Highspire, Pa., 
expelled for failure to answer official 
ANA correspondence regarding refusal 
to refund money on purchase of an 
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alleged counterfeit coin and an alleged 
whizzed proof set. 

Peter Kober, R91027, Flushing, N. Y., 
expelled for failure to answer official 
ANA correspondence regarding alleged 
nonpayment for coins received. 

Richard W. Mencer, R94703, Houston, 
Tex., expelled for failure to answer 
official ANA correspondence regarding 
nonpayment for advertising in The 
Numismatist. 

Mel Rutledge, R90527, Buffalo, N. Y., 
expelled for failure to answer official 
ANA correspondence regarding a check 
on insufficient funds in account to pay 
for ANA dues. 

Charles W. Smith, LM1974, St. Clair 
Shores, Mich., expelled for failure to 
answer official ANA correspondence 
regarding alleged nondelivery of coins 
ordered and paid for. 

Billy F. Stewart, R77234, Ft. Walton 
Beach, Fla., expelled for failure to 
answer official ANA correspondence 
regarding nonreturn of books borrowed 
from the ANA library. 

Other actions by the board as 
reported herein were taken in meetings 
open to the membership, including the 
press. 

Miscellaneous Items 

Some readers may wonder why this 
category is being placed so early in the 
report. The reason is that a number of 
actions were taken on isolated matters 
of considerable concern to members 
and so should not be buried near the 
end of the report. 

With governors Krueger and 
O'Donnell absent, the seven board 
members present learned that the 
twenty-one life members eligible to 
receive 25-year continuous membership 
medals had their names Inadvertently 
omitted from the convention program. 
The board offered its apology to these 
members,whose names are published 
elsewhere in this issue. 

By unanimous vote the board ex- 
pressed its commitment to construct a 
second floor on the Colorado Springs 
headquarters building, and to Initiate a 
fund-raising drive for such purpose on 
january 1 next. Legal counsel 


Dusterberg is to draft needs of a com- 
mittee to plarr the fund drive. 

Approval was given by unanimous 
vote to continue use of the present 
membership card through 1979. This 
action will result in an appreciable sav- 
ing in card and mailing costs. 

In complete accord, members of the 
board commended David Sonderman 
for his part in the recovery of material 
taken in a robbery in August 1977 of the 
American Numismatic Society, and 
voted a $1,000 reward to him. 

The executive vice president was 
authorized to proceed with a 
membership promotion film for use on 
educational TV programs and by school 
film libraries, provided he can get funds 
to underwrite the cost outside the 
budget. This action was opposed by 
O'Donnell. 

The board was informed by Albert H. 
Wohlers & Co., insurance program ad- 
ministrator, of the necessity for a sub- 
stantial increase in the ANA group 
hospitalization insurance rates. It was 
pointed out that this is the first rate 
increase In this protection since the plan 
was established seven years ago, in spite 
of rising hospitalization costs during the 
period. Wohlers has mailed an ex- 
planatory letter to all policy holders that 
they should have by now. 

Publications 

Editor Harris was authorized to in- 
crease rates for advertising in The 
Numismatist, with the executive vice 
president's approval, by not more than 
25% by January 1 next. Elsewhere In this 
issue there are further details relating to 
this action. 

The editor and executive vice presi- 
dent were authorized to accept lay-away 
advertisements but to use discretion and 
refuse any such that they feel might be 
controversial. Furthermore, the editor 
was authorized to establish rules gov- 
erning mall-bid advertising in The 
Numismatist. 

These three actions were taken 
without opposition but with governors 
Krueger and O'Donnell absent from the 
meeting. 
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Many sessions of the ANA board meetings held throughout the week attracted healthy 
audiences. 


Grading Service 

Without opposition (Hancock 
abstaining) the board accepted in prin- 
ciple the concepts of the grading service 
committee's report, as follows: 

1) That a grading service be set up as a 
separate corporation, wholly owned by 
ANA; 

2) That it be operated in a manner 
similar to the certification service and in 
conjunction with ANACS to preclude 
duplication of record keeping and to 
maintain accountability of coins sub- 
mitted; 

3) That a minimum of one technical 
person and one clerical person be add- 
ed to the ANACS staff for the express 
purpose of the grading service; 

4) That the grading service not grade 
any coin that has not been certified or 
submitted for certification; 

5) That a panel of consultants be 
named in advance but the areas of 
expertise (of the panel members) not be 
revealed; 

6) That any person submitting a coin to 
the grading service must agree to 
binding arbitration in solving any 
differences of opinion In grading; and 

7) That dealer organizations be invited 
to select a limited number of dealers to 
submit a limited number of coins within 
a rather narrow area of types as a test for 
the express purpose of working out 
procedural difficulties and weaknesses, 
and that the grading service will start on 
a limited basis after the test period. 

The board's vote, however, 1) re- 
served any opinion on implementing 
binding arbitration; and 2) authorized 
and directed the executive vice presi- 
dent to take initial steps to establish a 


grading service and to report his find- 
ings and requirements to this board at 
the midyear meeting. 

Conventions 

The board ratified the executive vice 
president's action of early summer in 
changing the location of the 1979 con- 
vention in St. Louis from the Chase-Park 
Plaza Hotel to Stouffer's and the 
Sheraton Hotels, with the main activities 
scheduled in the Convention Center. In 
connection with this convention the 
board voted to limit the auction to 3,000 
lots. By secret ballot. New England Rare 
Coin Galleries was selected as the auc- 
tioneer, its offer for the privilege being 
$75,000. Three votes were for RARCOA, 
with president Criswell absent. 

By unanimous vote, Richard B. 
Dusterberg of Cincinnati was selected to 
begeneral chairman of the1980 conven- 
tion In that city. 

Unanimous approval was given to 
changing the site of the 1981 convention 
to New Orleans from previously 
designated Honolulu. The executive 
vice president was authorized to make a 
contract with a hotel in New Orleans 
that will hold all activities in one 
building. President Criswell absent. 

With Reed dissenting and Criswell 
absent, San Diego was named as the site 
for the 1983 convention, subject to the 
executive vice president finding suitable 
facilities and making satisfactory 
arrangements. 

It was agreed to limit consideration to 
Detroit, Indianapolis and Milwaukee as 
sites for the 1984 convention. Criswell 
absent. 

By unanimous vote (Criswell absent) 
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the board agreed to continue the con- 
cept of a midyear convention after 1979. 
With Pittman dissenting, Albuquerque 
was named as the site for the 1980 
midyear convention. 

Finances 

The last July appointment of Mrs. 
Betty Higby to the newly created post of 
Director of Grants and Endowments was 
confirmed by unanimous vote. One of 
Mrs. Higby's first undertakings is to 
investigate the possibility of securing 
funds for the addition of a second floor 
to our headquarters building. 

With negative votes by Criswell and 
Krueger, the board voted to Increase the 
United States Regular Member dues 
from $12 to $15 per annum as of January 
1 next, and at the same time to set the 
annual dues of Regular Members in 
other countries at $18. In a subsequent 
vote by mall ballot, the corresponding 
subscription rates for The Numismatist 
were set at $15 and $18. 

In a separate action at the board 
meeting, the fee for Life Membership 
was increased '‘from this time'' to $450, 
with Criswell absent and Hancock, 
Krueger and O'Donnell opposed. The 
motion included a provision that a 
several-tiered fee schedule be studied 
and considered at the February meeting. 

Further details of the dues and adver- 
tising rate Increases may be found 
elsewhere in this issue. 

At the instigation of Jake Sureck, ANA 
4731, the board voted unanimously to 
place all life membership moneys in a 
trust fund within the American 
Numismatic Foundation, that these 
moneys remain in the fund in perpetu- 


ity, and that only accrued interest 
therefrom be used to maintain life 
members. 

The board approved the use of in- 
terest from the museum fund to com- 
plete the CETA program of museum 
work in the event that federal funds are 
discontinued. 

A proposed ANA operating budget 
for the fiscal year 1978-79, as 
recommended by finance chairman Pitt- 
man, was approved with $651,550 pro- 
jected income and the same amount of 
expenses. The proposed AN ACS budget 
was approved with $135,200 projected 
income and the same amount of ex- 
penses. Criswell absent for the latter 
vote. 

A motion that president Criswell 
reimburse the ANA the amount of $339, 
alleged to have been improperly 
charged to the Washington liaison ac- 
count, was defeated. O'Donnell and 
Wilde supported the motion and 
Criswell and Pittman abstained from 
voting. 

Proposed Bylaws Changes 

The following motion was passed 
unanimously: “That bylaw amendments 
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that must be published under Article IV, 
Section 4 (o), (see p. 2056 October 1977 
issue The Numismatist) may be pub- 
lished only with the approval of three or 
more members of the board of gover- 
nors/' The board did not stipulate that 
this item is to be incorporated into the 
bylaws. 

Section 1 of Article V of the bylaws 
(“No Board memberwill be eligible for a 
bourse table at an ANA convention/') 
was repealed and, in the same motion, it 
was stated “and will not receive any 
compensation of any kind if attending a 
convention with a bourse table/' Pitt- 
man, Reed and Wilde opposed the 
motion and Hatieabstained from voting. 
The effect of this action was to delete 
Section 1 of Article V of the bylaws, 
leaving no reference in the bylaws to a 
member's right to have a convention 
bourse table. 

Motion 24 of the minutes of the 
February 1978 board meeting was 
rescinded, Criswell, Hancock, Krueger 
and O'Donnell opposing the action. The 
rescinded motion had been: “That Sec- 
tion 11 of Article VI of the bylaws be 
created to read as follows: The president 
and vice president shall be elected bien- 
nially to serve for two years. Governors 
shall be elected in biennial elections to 
serve staggered terms of four years.'' 
The action was contested but eventually 
was confirmed by a roll call vote. 

A motion to rescind motion 25 of the 
February 1978 board meeting failed to 
carry, being favored by Hatie, Pittman 
and Wilde only. Motion 25 of the 
February meeting created Section 12 (a), 
providing for seven numbered gover- 
norships, starting in Section 12 (b) for 
attaining the staggered election of 
governors, starting In 1979. This newly 
created Section 12 is to be In Article VI. 

By a 7 to 2 vote (Pittman and Wilde 
dissenting), the following motion was 
passed: “That the incumbent officers, 
based on seniority, declare their inten- 
tion to run for a specific(ally) numbered 


seat or not to run at ail and that that 
statement should be irrevocable. This Is 
to be effective beginning December 4, 
1978, with two days time between each. 
The executive vice president will, on the 
first Monday in December call the 
senior Incumbent officer. Following 
that, the executive vice president will 
call the next senior and so on until all 
have been notified. This is for publica- 
tion by all numismatic publications.'' 

By unanimous vote the board decreed 
“that any vacancy on the board of 
governors will be filled by the candidate 
losing by the least number of votes.'' 
Unanimous approval was given to 
amending Section 9 of the Article VI of 
the bylaws as follows: “If any other 
vacancy shall occur in the governorships 
for any reason, the board shall vote the 
next eligible person who failed to be 
elected to a numbered governorship by 
the least number of votes in the im- 
mediate(ly) preceding election.'' 

Minor changes were approved unan- 
imously In Article VIII of the bylaws, 
by which the words “Staff and'' shall 
precede the present heading of this 
Article; that a subhead “Staff" shall 
appear immediately before Section 1; 
and that a subhead “Appointed Of- 
ficers" shall appear immediately before 
Section 6. This action had been started at 
the February 1978 meeting an^ has the 
effect of designating the executive vice 
president and the treasurer as the only 
appointed officers of the association. 
Other appointees enumerated in Article 
VIII become staff members. 

It must be noted that In some cases the 
wording of actions taken, usually within 
quotation marks herein, are ambiguous 
or puzzling. The bylaws committee has 
not yet put some of the motions into 
proper phrasing for the bylaws. 

Following In this Issue is a report on 
the new election procedure that should 
be read by those interested In it rather 
than trying to fit the separate board 
actions into a coherent picture.

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ANA^s New Election Procedure 

During the past several years the ANA board of governors has considered changing 
the procedure by which governing officers have heretofore been elected. Some of 
the proposals have been published but changes have been made in certain areas that 
will affect next year's election. 


While approved by the board recent- 
ly, certain provisions have not been 
translated into exact bylaw phrasing. 
Since this formality will not be realized 
immediately, the following has been 
drawn up on the basis of existing bylaws 
and Individual revisions thereof, the 
Intent of which has been approved. 

For the Information of those not 
familiar with the provisions of the ANA 
Federal Charter, It may be well to quote 
one of them. Section 6. '^That the board 
of governors shall have the power to 
make such prudential bylaws and 
regulations as they may deem proper for 
the management and control of the 
business and affairs of the Association 
not Inconsistent with this Act or the laws 
of the United States of America." 

As in the past, the president is re- 
quired to "issuea call for nominatlonsof 
officers to be elected during odd 
numbered years," In the January issue of 
The Numismatist. Nominations may be 
made "by any member entitled to vote, 
not earlier than February 1 and not later 
than April 15." 

A member must receive at least five 
individual and five club member 
nominations to qualify as a candidate. 
No member may nominate himself or a 
number of candidates for any office in 
excess of the number to be elected 
thereto. 

Upon becoming qualified, the Ex- 
ecutive Vice President (EVP) shall so 
notify the candidate in writing and re- 
quest his or her written acceptance or 
refusal thereof. Nominations must be 
accepted or declined at least 75 days 
prior to the opening day of that year's 
convention. (May 15, 1979) 

Now come some new provisions. 
While In the past the president, vice 
president and governors were elected to 
serve two-year terms, hereafter the 
seven governors will be elected to serve 
staggered terms of four years. 

Beginning on December 4, 1978, the 


EVP will call the senior incumbent board 
member and obtain an Irrevocable 
statement of his Intention to stand for 
election to a specifically numbered 
governorship, or not to stand for elec- 
tion to a governorship at all. The EVP will 
then call, at two-day Intervals, the other 
incumbent board members In order of 
their seniority until all have expressed 
their intentions. The result of this poll 
shall be released to all numismatic 
publications, but cannot be published in 
The Numismatist prior to the February 
1979 issue because of copy deadlines. 

Other members who wish to become 
candidates for governorships and are 
eligible (Regular or Life Member, 21 
years of age or older, who has been a 
member for three or more consecutive 
years) must declare irrevocably for one 
of the numbered governorships at the 
time he or she accepts the nomination. 

To provide for transition from the 
present two-year terms to four-year 
terms, and to attain staggered terms of 
governors, the following procedure 
shall apply to the 1979 election. Can- 
didates for seats numbered 1, 2, 3 and 4 
shall be elected for terms of four years, 
and those for seats numbered 5, 6 and 7 
shall be elected for terms of two years. 
Upon expiration of the foregoing terms, 
a like number of governors shall be 
elected for four-year terms In subse- 
quent biennial elections. 

A list of nominees, the seat numbers 
for which they have declared and the 
status (open, accepted or declined) of 
the nominees shall be published In the 
April through July issues of The 
Numismatist. This list will include eligi- 
ble nominees for president and vice 
president. 

Those who have qualified and 
accepted their nominations should sub- 
mit biographies and platforms of not 
more than 250 words by April 25 for 
publication in the June issue of The 
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Numismatist. Copies of such 
biographies and platforms are to be 
included with the election ballots sent to 
members. 

No further changes have been 
proposed in election procedures, but 
related is a new provision for filling a 
possible vacancy in governorships. Very 
simply, it shall be filled by the candidate 
losing in the most recent election by the 
least number of votes. Any subsequent 
vacancies are to be filled In like manner 
by candidates losing by the next fewest 
votes. 

The new procedure for filling vacan- 
cies does not take into account the total 
number of votes received by a candidate 
nor the seat for which he stood In 
relationship to the vacated seat that he 
will fill. 

The election itself will be conducted 
as In recent years. An Independent 
tabulating firm will print the official 


ballots and mail them to all members 
entitled to vote at least 45 days prior to 
the opening day of the annual conven- 
tion. (June 13, 1979) 

The ballots must be printed in five or 
more separate sets with the names of the 
nominees appearing in a different 
priority of sequence on each set. An 
envelope addressed to the tabulating 
firm will be enclosed with each ballot 
and must be used to return the voted 
ballot, and must be postmarked at least 
30 days prior to the opening day of the 
convention. (June 28, 1979) 

Said firm will tabulate the ballots and 
report the results of the voting to the 
president and executive vice president 
prior to the first day of the convention. 
Several precautionary measures are 
taken to insure that only genuine 
ballots, printed and mailed by the 
tabulating firm, are counted in deter- 
mining the outcome of the election.

COINS AND BANKNOTES USED IN 
FINLAND, second revised edition. 1976. 656p. 
Illus. Hard cover. Merkki Morg, Keskuskatu 6, 
Helsinki 10, Finland. 

Devoted primarily to bank notes but 
with a detailed section on coins and a 
short one on modern medals, this book 
is a monumental catalogue of Finnish 
currency. The larger than life photos 
illustrate many varieties and details, and 
photos of counterfeit coins are also 
included. Some bank notes are il- 
lustrated in color and there are exten- 
sive chronologies of numismatic events 
in Finland. Written in Finnish but with 
Swedish and English summaries, the 
book includes all the pertinent statistics 
on each piece, such as size and weight or 
color. The mass of detail makes the book 


of prime importance to anyone who 
collects Finnish currency, but it could 
also be used for comparisons between 
Finnish and U.S. coins and notes.

WORLD WAR II MILITARY CURRENCY, by C. 
Frederick Schwan and Joseph E. Boling. 1978. 
239p. Illus. Paper cover. BNR Press, Box 157, 
Portage, OH 43451. $19.50. 

An extensive attempt to comprehen- 
sively list military currency of World War 
II, this book succeeds admirably, being a 
listing of both Allied and Axis issues. Not 
all types are included; for example, 
prisoner of war camp scrip Is not 
covered. Flowever, the authors carefully 
define each type of note associated with 
the war effort and explain which were 
not Included and why. There are concise 
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histories of many of the types of notes, 
current prices for three grades, and the 
book is arranged geographically within 
the larger categories of Allied and Axis 
forces. This is a very helpful listing of a 
popular area of paper money collecting.

FAIR TO VERY FINE, by James C. Johnson. 
1978. 384p. Ulus. Paper cover. Phil Steiner, 
P.O. Box 18, Wanatah, IN 46390. $6.95. 

This book is a compilation of the '"Fair 
to Very Fine'' columns written by James 
G. Johnson for Coin World newspaper 
from 1960 to 1974. Johnson's series in- 


cludes down-to-earth advice and 
suggestions for all collectors, from 
novice to advanced. His is the voice of 
reason in an occasionally unreasonable 
field. Even though the articles were 
written several years ago, many of the 
problems he addressed are still perti- 
nent and the suggestions he made then 
remain valid; indeed, Johnson's style 
makes them almost timeless. While 
photo-offset reproduction from a 
newspaper page leaves something to be 
desired In printing quality, the ageless 
value of the contents makes the price 
seem modest.

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Counterfeit 1926 and 1932 $10 Indians 

Recent conversations with collectors and dealers have disclosed that counterfeit 
Indians are creating a great many headaches for them. This month we have put 
together a series of detail photographs that will pinpoint the diagnostics of at least one 
counterfeiter's efforts at creating 1926 and 1932 $10 fakes. Future articles will cover 
other dates and other denominations. 


The 1926 $10 is of fairly good quality. 
Even so, there are a number of 
depressions and tooling marks on this 
particular die produced fake. One of the 
easiest points to check is the 9 of the date 
where a number of “negative'' tool 
marks on the numeral and out into the 
field are the fingerprints that will iden- 
tify this counterfeit. 

The 1932 $10 illustrated here is 
probably the most appealing of the 
Indian counterfeits. The checkpoints are 



not quite as easily spotted as are those of 
the 1926 $10, but they shouldn't give 
anyone too much trouble once they are 
pointed out. There is a raised line below 
the 2 of the date that looks very much 
like a die gouge. There are some small 
worm-like lines on Liberty's nose and 
neck. There are also some depressions 
and tooling marks on the reverse, with 
the most easily spotted ones being on 
the eagle's wing in front of the neck. 

Though we show detail photographs 
of only the 1926 and 1932 counterfeit 
$10's, the type of characteristics shown 
are applicable to many counterfeits of 
other dates and denominations. 
Depressions, for example, can be found 
on most coins as the result of damage. 
When a number of coins are compared 
and show identical depressions, the 
finger of suspicion must point toward a 
counterfeiting operation which 
transferred the bagmark from the 
original coin to a counterfeit die and 
then onto the products of that die. Gross 
tooling marks, whether they are 
negative (incused into the surface) or 
positive (raised above the surface) or a 
combination of both negative and 
positive, would be unlikely on genuine 
mint products because the mints nor- 
mally do such tooling on the galvanosor 
models which are oversize, generally 10 
to 14 Inches in diameter. As the galvano 
is reduced on the transfer lathes, the 
tooling marks are also reduced so that 
on the final coin they show only as 
extremely fine lines. Since the 
counterfeiters would normally work 
from a coin to a die, there is no reduc- 
tion and their tooling efforts stand out 
like a red flag. 
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ANACS Present and Future Plans and Programs 

Among the numerous queries received by the ANACS staff are those about grading, 
seminars and printed information about counterfeit and altered coins. All of these 
things are either in the planning stages or currently available. 


Grading — Plans are well underway to 
establish an ANA Grading Service in 
conjunction with ANACS. The Board of 
, Governors appointed a Grading Com- 

mittee during their annual meeting in 
Houston with Ed Pochette as chairman. 
Other members of that committee are 
Abe Kosoff, Ken Bressett, Herb Melnick, 
David Ganz, John Hunter and Ed 
Fleischmann. A meeting of the com- 
^ mittee resulted in some recommen- 

dations that were approved by the 
board. The Grading Service will soon be 
able to start a testing period in which a 
small group of dealers and collectors will 
be Invited to submit a small number of 
coins in a restricted area of numismatics, 
to be checked by the Grading Service. 
This trial period will allow us to find out 
if we are anywhere close to thinking the 
same as the majority of collectors, if our 
^ internal office procedures are adequate 

to protect the larger numbers of coins 
from getting inadvertently mixed up, 
and to find any weaknesses anywhere in 
^ the service. 

Seminars — ANACS has been putting 
on two and three day "'mini'^ seminars 
^ outside of Colorado Springs for about a 

year now. We haven't publicized these 
seminars for two main reasons. So far, in 
every case, the sponsoring organization 
► has been able to attract a full house and, 

since we donate our time on weekends, 
we were wary of becoming so popular 
that we would have to be gone from 


home every weekend of the year. We 
have been limiting the mini-seminars to 
one a month. If anybody, or any 
organization is interested In a two or 
three day seminar, either in conjunction 
with a show or totally separate, all that is 
required is an agreement to cover the 
cost of travel, hotel and meals for two 
ANACS staffers. 

Photography — We have just Installed 
an automatic photo processor which will 
make our darkroom a great deal more 
efficient, and in turn, will allow us to 
process a number of other things 
besides the photo certificates. Jake Sur- 
ek and the Oklahoma Numismatic 
Association instituted an “ANACS Slide 
and Educational Fund" which made it 
possible for us to acquire this processor 
so we could expand the educational 
aspects of our service to ANA members. 

Cofn Detection — We are presently 
working on a series of coin detection 
reports, with the help of the Professional 
Numismatists Guild (PNG), that will 
detail specific fingerprints of genuine, 
altered and counterfeit coins. Hopeful- 
ly, the first of these reports will be 
available by the end of the year with 
subsequent reports being Issued on ap- 
proximately a monthly basis.

British Royal Mint officials have announced December 1 as the withdrawal date in 
North America for the sale of the 1977 Silver Jubilee Crown Folders issued to 
commemorate the 25th anniversary of the reign of Her Majesty Queen El'zabe*" '.[• 
Only a small number of these special souvenirs remain available and these folders wil 
be withdrawn prior to the December 1 deadline if current supplies do not last until 

Each folder contains a selected uncirculated cupro-nickel Silver jubilee Crown. The 
remaining folders are priced at $3 (U.S.) or $3.75 (Canada) each, postage and handling

SAMOA — Issues Coin to Commemorate Commonwealth Games 

Samoa plans to commemorate the Xlth Com- 
monwealth Games held this year at Edmonton, Canada, 
with special coins designed by New Zealand's James 
Berry, O.B.E. The reverse of the coin shows three 
athletes, while the obverse depicts the coat of arms of 
western Samoa and the value tablet. 

The history of the Commonwealth games goes back 
to 1891 when the Reverend Astley Cooper first pro- 
posed a gathering of athletes In England with a view to 
increasing goodwill and understanding in the British 
Empire. Twenty years later, to commemorate the 
coronation of King George V in 1911 there was a 
sporting competition in London which attracted entrants from Australia, Canada, 
South Africa, and the United Kingdom. 

To commemorate the 1978 Games, the Royal Australian Mint will strike only 1000 
frosted gold proofs, 28.5mm diameter, containing 15.5 grams of 22kt (.917 fine) gold. 
The proofs, with a face value of W.S. $100 will be encapsulated and housed in a 
leatherette case, suitably inscribed. The selling price is U.S. $210. 

There will be 5000 sterling silver frosted proofs (.925 fine), diameter crown-size 
38mm, face value W.S. $1. The silver proofs will also be encapsulated and in a 
leatherette case with inscription. The price is U.S. $28.50. The uncirculated 
cupronickel will continue to be limited to a 20,000 striking and will be offered in the 
usual clear plastic slide-lid case; price Is U.S. $4. 

Collectors of these popular coins should note that there is a limit of one gold proof 
per order and two silver proofs. Uncirculated will be sold without restriction while 
they last. There is a U.S. $1 handling charge for each coin ordered. It is essential that 
this handling fee is added to remittances. 

As witfi previous Samoan coins, to avoid transit delays the distribution is located in 
Australia. Remittances should be sent to: Agency of Western Samoa Treasury, GPO 
Box 954, Adelaide, 5001, So. Australia. Coins will be dispatched progressively after the 
release date of 30th November. Prices include air post for the proofs and sea mail for 
the cupronickel.

Galleries Awarded *79 
ANA Auction in St. Louis 

New England Rare Coin Auctions, 
Boston, Mass., has been chosen to con- 
duct ana's auction in St. Louis, Mo., July 
29-August 3, 1979. The selection was 
made at the 1978 ANA convention in 
Houston, after several days' deliberation 
by the ANA board of governors. 

When asked about his plans for the '79 
ANA auction, NERCA president Lee J. 
Bellisario said, ''For the ANA auction, we 
intend to maintain the high standards 
we've set in the past, by emphasizing 
quality for bidders and consignors. We 
feel that knowledge and participation 
are the key ingredients to a successful 
auction, so we're already preparing ways 
to attract very strong bidder participa- 
tion at the ANA auction. We're also 
devising aids for informing bidders to 
the greatest extent possible. And we're 
already accepting selected advance con- 
signments, to insure the highest quali- 
ty/' 

Bellisario has spent more than 25 years 
as an active numismatist and has 
thorough experience in auction 
management. As president of the 3- 
year-old Cinderella company, he has 


been responsible for the many in- 
novations thought to be instrumental in 
New England's selection as host for the 
'79 ANA auction. Bellisario's innovations 
include the unique "Personal Bidding 
Service,'' which allows coin buyers 
nation-wide to bid at NERCA auctions 
without being present in person and 
without having to commit bids to mail. 
Instead, an appointed bidder-rep 
(chosen by the bidder) will represent the 
coin purchaser at the auction; the 
bidder-rep will Inspect the lots, deter- 
mine their suitability, execute a bid up to 
the amount specified in advance by the 
buyer, and will, if desired, execute 
second choice bids. The fee for this 
service is a nominal 5% of the value of 
coins successfully purchased (no fee is 
charged if bid Is unsuccessful). Current- 
ly, New England's bidder-rep network 
numbers 19 representatives nationwide, 
with plans for more. 

A second New England innovation is 
the Auction Summary brochure. One of 
several NERCA educational aids, the 
brochure informs bidders and con- 
signors by tracking the price history of 
similarly graded coins over a span of 
auctions. Unique in the numismatic 
marketplace, the New England Auction 
Summary lists by denomination and date 
coins sold at all New England auctions. 
Within each date and mintmark, coins 
are ranked by condition, with sale dates 
and actual prices realized. This complete 
record of NERCA auctions Is a useful 
summary of market prices, as well as a 
valuable aid in estimating future prices 
at coin auction. 

Bellisario has also taken an "ex- 
perimental, innovative approach'' to 
NERCA catalogs. NERCA was the first to 
introduce full-color tip-out pages in its 
catalogs, and includes a vast amount of 
coin photography In each catalog. "We 
photograph an amazingly high percen- 
tage of our lots,'' Bellisario explained. 
"For the November Amato II Sale, we're 
moving to a new, larger format for the 
catalog, and we've redesigned the pages 
for more attractive and easier viewing.'' 

New England Rare Coin Auctions also 
stated that it takes more consignments 
on exhibition at trade shows than any 
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other auction company. '*My staff and I 
have logged more than 90,000 air miles 
in the past year, exhibiting con- 
signments to potential bidders across 
the country. All a bidder has to do is call 
me on our 'Auction Line' and ask me to 
bring along a certain lot to a trade show. 
It's this kind of personal approach that 
makes us different, I think," Bellisario 
said. The New England philosophy 
behind this policy is that emphasis on 
personal preview results in greater ex- 
posure for the consigned pieces, greater 
bidder knowledge and confidence, and 
more spirited bidder participation at 
New England auctions.

Adelphi University 
Establishes First Institute 
of Numismatic and Philatelic 
Studies 

Establishment of the nation's first 
college level school of numismatics and 
philatelies has been announced by a 
major New York university. Classes are 
scheduled to begin this fall, eventually 
leading to both a credit and certificate- 
granting program which may be taken in 
the classroom or by correspondence. 

To be called The institute of 
Numismatic and Philatelic Studies, the 
school is affiliated with Adelphi Univer- 
sity, Garden City, Long Island, New 
York. It Is one of five institutes dealing 
with different forms of investment being 
established by the university. 

Dr. James F. Bender, Adelphi's Dean 
of Special Programs, has announced a 
set of ambitious goals for the new 


school. "Many educational activities 
peripheral to the course program, such 
as seminars and workshops open to the 
public, sponsorship of talks by out- 
standing authorities in the numismatic 
and philatelic fields, the publication of 
pamphlets and books, the certification 
of dealers, and a correspondence course 
for those who can't attend on-campus 
programs are all in the not-to-distant 
future of the Institute," he said. 

Students successfully completing a 
prescribed program of instruction will 
receive a Certificate of Accomplish- 
ment. It is expected that the Institute will 
soon provide both graduate and un- 
dergraduate students with a concentra- 
tion in numismatics and philately 
leading to degrees. 

The institute's first course, to be called 
"Principles of Numismatics I," is de- 
signed to give the beginning rare coin 
collector or investor a taste of the 
various numismatic specialltlesas well as 
a general overview of collecting. 
Authorities will give guest lectures on 
their areas of expertise throughout the 8 
week course. 

Topics to be covered in the classroom 
will center around coin collecting as a 
hobby, coin investing for profit, coins as 
a part of history, coin grading, 
counterfeit coin detection, coin 
production, mint error and die varieties, 
how to buy and sell coins, and the value 
of buying and selling coins at auction. 
Other classroom discussion will Include 
an introduction to the collecting of 
silver dollars, gold and type coins, proof 
sets, B. U. rolls, commemoratives, U.S. 
and colonial paper money, colonial 
coinage, and foreign and ancient 
coinage. 

The institute is currently seeking guest 
lecturers and industry leaders to serve 
on its board of governors, which will set 
institute policy.

In Defense of The Numismatist 

Here is a note in defense of The Numismatist and the amount of advertlsing-versus- 
news that it carries. 

I have been in the newspaper publishing field for a number of years, and believe 
me, the amount of advertising-to-news run in The Numismatist is not excessive — it is 
essential to the survival of the publication. 

Because the ANA has chosen to group almost all of the ads together in the back of 
The Numismatist, their number seems greater than if they were distributed 
throughout the publication. But the ad percentage In The Numismatist is actually 
considerably below many publications. 

Readers should never lose sight of the fact that it is the generous patronage of 
advertisers that helps keep The Numismatist afloat. 

And even the hint of restricting the number of ad pages Is ridiculous. Advertising 
allows The Numismatist to have the amount of news copy It has. 

One ANA member suggests raising ad rates to three times their present level, where 
he claims they will be only "slightly higher than Coin World”. What the reader fails to 
realize is that The Numismatist's rates are actually higher than Coin World's already, 
based on a comparison of actual ad space and circulation. A page in The Numismatist 
offers only about 1/4 the space of a page in Co/n World's and Coin World's paid 
circulation is over three times that of The Numismatist. That makes the real column 
inch cost in Coin World cheaper. 
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Now that I have defended The Numismatist on its advertising policies, I will have to 
agree with those members who are complaining about the content of the publication. 

In my opinion, some of the articles and features are of little interest to the average 
ANA member. Too much emphasis seems to be placed on making the magazine a 
scholarly journal, instead of an interesting magazine for members. 

I know this is partly the fault of members such as myself who have not contributed 
interesting articles, but something needs to be done. Articles about Lithuanian coins 
and the Fenian Brotherhood are valuable, but let's be honest — they only appeal to a 
limited number of ANA members. 

Editor Neil Harris is to be complimented for doing a good job with a limited staff. 
But it seems to me many of the articles presented are either over the head of the 
average ANA member, or of little Interest.

Israel Issues Family Events Medals 



The Israel Government Coins and Medals Corporation has Issued its first gold medals since the 
Operation Jonathan Medal of early 1977 with a series of three state medals to commemorate 
Jewish family events: Bar-Mitzvah, Bat-Mitzvah, and Wedding. The Bar-MItzvah medal is a new 
version of the popular medal which the corporation issued on this subject in 1%1, whose sale has 
been discontinued. 

All three medals have been struck in three different varieties: bronze, 59mm; .935 silver, 
37mm; and 18 karat gold, 30mm. The sale of the three medals is not limited in time or quantity. 
Issue prices (subject to change) are U.S. $7 (bronze), $15 (silver) and $170 (gold), including 
shipping and handling charges. Each medal is also available in three-piece sets, packaged in 
presentation cases, at $192.

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Advertising Rates and 
Dues Succumb to Inflation 

Sandwiched between numerous all-but-interminable discussions during the recent 
ANA Houston convention board meetings, two decisions were made with relative 
alacrity. Early in the first meeting approval was given, by unanimous vote, to a 25% 
increase in the advertising rates in The Numismatist, effective January 1 next. The last 
increase was effective May 1, 1974, so that the current increase represents an average 
of less than 5 V 2 % per year, well below the rate of general inflation. 

The resultant rates are shown in the following tabulation for black on white 
advertisements within the magazine.

In another action, the membership 
dues were ordered Increased, as of next 
January 1, to the following: Regular, U.S. 
only, $15.00; Regular, all other coun- 
tries, $18.00; and nonmember subscrip- 
tions, U. S., $15.00, all other countries, 
$18.00. Taking Into account that there 
was no change in the Club, junior or 
Associate dues, and that the last 
previous dues increase was 43 months 
ago (June 1, 1975), the present average 
increase amounts to about 7.0% on a 
yearly basis for the majority of members 
and 6.6% for the overall average. The 
vote on the action was 7 to 2. 

In a related but separate action, and 
by the narrowest possible vote, the life 
membership fee was increased from 
$350 to $450, effective immediately. A 
study is to be made for consideration at 
the next meeting of a several-tiered 
system of price-age fees for Life 
membership. 

Cost and price increases in all walks of 
today's life being so commonplace, the 
necessity of increased revenue to ANA 
should not puzzle members. For those 
who want supportive facts, however, the 
following may be helpful. 

Changes in accounting procedures 
and other factors make direct com- 
parison of some specific costs difficult. 
The totals of the following diverse Items 
were used to compare costs in the fiscal 
year 1975 with 1978: printing, mailing.

salaries and employee benefits, com- 
puter charges, security, utilities, and 
legal fees. Items In these categories in 
the operation of ANACS were included, 
but not any convention costs. 

The average yearly increase in the 
total of these costs was 10.1%, as com- 
pared to the advertising rate increase of 
5.3% and the dues increase of about 
7.0%. Taking all costs of operation and 
the certification service (no conven- 
tions) into account, the average yearly 
increase was about 5.5%, less than might 
be expected with the effect of inflation 
during the past several years. 

To keep the association on a sound 
financial basis — on a pay-as-you-go 
basis, so to speak — its income must be 
Increased to match costs. The 
relationship between revenue and ex- 
penses can be improved, to the advan- 
tage of supportive members, by a sub- 
stantial increase in membership. Some 
costs, such as for producing The 
Numismatist, do not increase ap- 
preciably as the quantity Is increased, 
thus reducing the unit costs. 

Bigness is not necessarily greatness. 
It's true, so a larger membership would 
not guarantee a better ANA. However, 
the greater the ''Regular" membership 
the less the financial burden on each 
member, other factors being equal.

Panama Canal Satirical Medal to be Struck 



One of the most controversial national topics in recent years, the Panama Canal, is to be the 
subject of a satirical medal. Despite the overwhelming preference, as shown in public opinion 
polls, for the canal to be retained by the United States, the Senate voted in favor of the treaties 
giving it to Panama. 

Protest medals reach back into history several hundreds of years. In the United States, those 
issued by Thomas Elder for World War I topics are well known to collectors. In Europe and 
America, the medals issued by Carl Goetz, a German engraver, are highly prized. 

President Theodore Roosevelt is shown on the obverse of the medal to symbolize an America 
of another era, in which the government acted strongly for American interests. It Is also to this 
man, more than any other, that we owe the very existence of the canal. 

The reverse satirizes the treaties which hand over the Canal Zone to Panama. Uncle Sam is 
shown on his knee presenting the canal on a silver platter to a two-headed figure standing over 
him. The left head is of the Panamanian dictator Torrijos, while the right is of Fidel Castro. 

Warner Williams, a member of the National Sculpture Society, produced the high-quality 
sculpture on both sides; the design was prepared by R.W. Julian, who is responsible for the 
issuance of the medal. Williams, of Culver, Indiana, is becoming Increasingly well known In the 
field of fine art medals and has also been acclaimed for his many sculpted works throughout the 
Midwest. 

HIgh-rellef medals in bronze, 2 1/2 inches in diameter, will be struck to advance order only and 
the dies will be defaced after striking. Orders will be accepted until November 30, 1978, and 
should be sent to Canal Medal, Box 725, Logansport, IN 46947; the cancelled check will serve as a 
receipt. The cost is $9.95 per medal, postage and insurance Included; Indiana residents should 
add 40(1: per medal for state sales tax. Orders from outside the U.S. or possessions will not be 
accepted. Deliveries will begin about January 29, 1979, and should be completed within 30 days. 

This is the second such satirical medal to be Issued by Julian; the first was struck a year ago and 
satirized national television news reporting. None of that issue remains available.

There appeared In the October 1978 issue of The Numismatist a notice 
indicating that the publication of up-to-date bylaws had been delayed pending 
the resolution of final details as to the revised election provisions. 

During February 1978 the board, by a five to four vote, adopted resolutions 
amending the bylaws to provide that each candidate for the office of governor 
shall run for one of seven numbered seats for staggered four-year terms, with 
four seats being filled at one biennial election and the other three at the next 
biennial election. The board at that time did not establish the procedure 
whereby the candidates would designate their numbered seats. 

At the August meeting, the board passed a resolution whereby the executive 
vice president would contact each incumbent officer by telephone, in the order 
of such officer's seniority on the board, to ascertain his choice of a numbered 
seat or his determination not to be a candidate for governor. 

Promptly following the conclusion of the August board meeting, I proceeded 
to prepare bylaw provisions encompassing the resolution approving the 
seniority method of seat selection. In doing so, certain problems came to light, 
indicating the necessity of the board making additional decisions implementing 
the resolution. I have advised the board accordingly. The up-to-date bylaws 
cannot be published until such problems are resolved. 

If you have any specific questions regarding this matter, I shall be pleased to 
answer them.
